Proposed Bay Channel's 
Ecological Impact Told 


By PAUL E. PETERZELL 
SAN FRANCISCO — The 
Army Corps of Engineers has 
put the stamp of environmental 
approval on the start of its $83 
.million project to deepen the 
ship c h a n n e l from the San 
Francisco Bar to Stockton. 
Federal law required the 
corps to consider the environ­ 
mental impact of the project. 
Its statement issued yesterday 
said that the project would im­ 
prove access for large oil tank­ 
ers, thus “should improve the 
environment by reducing the 
risk of accidents and oil spills.” 
These big tankers now come 
into the bay by transferring oil 
to smaller vessels to lighten 
their loads and can come in 
generally only at high tides. 
Both lead “to costly delays and 
increase the potential for colli­ 
sions, spills and other forms of 
accidents and pollution,” the 
corps said. 
The statement was limited 
to the impact of dredging the 
bar, a s a n d y horseshoe- 
shaped shoal eight miles west 
of the Golden Gate Bridge. A 
further 
statement 
dealing 


with the rest of the 98-mile 
project is under study. 
Dredging the bar, to deepen it 
from 50 to 57 feet, began two 
weeks ago and will continue 
around the clock until the end 
of this month. Spoils from the 
h o p p e r dredge Biddle are 
dumped south of the channel so 
the sand can sweep shoreward 
to replenish eroding beaches. 
The corps’ statement conced­ 
ed that the bar dredging could 
stir up poisonous metals in the 
sand such as lead and mercury 
and that the spoils could smoth­ 
er delicate breeding areas for 
aquatic life, but not significant­ 
ly. The toxicity of the metals 
was within federal standards 
and smothering effects “should 
be appreciably dissipated by 
the strong currents existing in 
the project area.” 
Newsmen touring the Biddle 
yesterday, however, noted that 
currents appeared to have little 
effect on dissipating the spoils. 
Corps spoxesmen said sea con­ 
ditions were unusually calm 
yesterday. 
The project calls for dredg­ 
ing 4.1 million cubic yards 


Kaiser Hospital Hit; 
A $1 Million Action 


A wrongful death suit — seek­ 
ing almost $1 million — was 
filed today in Marin Superior 
Court against Kaiser Founda­ 
tion Hospital in connection with 
the death of Glenn Skelton, for­ 
mer principal of Mill Valley’s 
Edna Maguire School. 
Skelton died last Nov. 18 at 
the Kaiser Foundation Hospital 
in San Francisco following a 
short illness. 
The suit was filed on behalf 
of his widow, Catherine, and 
four children, who live at 435 
Nova Albion Way, San Rafael. 
They charged negligence and 
carelessness by the hospital, 
It asks $8(M).ooo for “loss of 
soc tel y, 
com for t, 
protec t ton, 
services and support” of Skel­ 
ton and $100,000 in general 
damages for Skelton’s “suffer­ 
ing,” as well as unspecified 
amounts for medical and funer­ 
al expenses and lost earnings. 


Named as codefendant with 
the hospital was the Perma­ 
nente Medical Group — doctors 
who contract to work with the 
Kaiser hospitals. 
Skelton, who was 40, became 
ill last Nov. 3 with what he 
thought to be influenza. He was 
taken to Kaiser Foundation 
Hospital in San Rafael, but 
when his condition worsened, 
he was transferred to the San 
Francisco hospital 
He was in critical condition 
from Nov. 5, when he under­ 
went surgery for what was de- 
scribed as an i n t e s t i n a l 
ailment, until his death. 
Skelton was director of in­ 
struction for the Mill Valley 
School District. He had been 
with the district since 1957 and 
was scheduled to become prin­ 
cipal of the district’s middle 
school when it opens this fall.

Nixon Takes War Against Growing Drug 
Wave To American Medical Assbciation 


ATLANTIC CITY, N.J. (UPI) 
—President Nixon called on the 
nation’s doctors today to count 
a program against drug abuse 
in this country similar to the 
one they have undertaken to 
care for the sick and wounded 
in Vietnam. 
The President said the effort 
should “involve every state and 
county medical society in the 
nation” in an all-out battle 
against the drug menace which 
stemmed partly, at least, from 
the fact that “many physicians 
axe prescribing drugs too often 
and too easily.” 
“We have created a culture 
of drugs in this country,” Nixon 
said in an address to the House 
of Delegates of the American 
Medical Association. “We have 
produced an environment in 
which people come naturally to 
expect that they can take a pill 
for every problem—that they 
can find satisfaction and health 
and happiness in a handful of 
tablets or a few grains of pow­ 
der. 
“We must face up to the fact 
that within this climate it is 
altogether too easy for the 
abuse of drugs to flourish.” 
The President also stoutly de­ 
fended his own medical care 
proposals and criticized the 
proposals for a nationalized 
health insurance plan put forth 
by Sen. Edward M. Kennedy, 
D-Mass., as an expensive and 
unworkable 
program 
“that 
would eventually lead to the 
complete federal domination of 
our medical system.." 
Nixon flew here from his va­ 
cation home in Key Biscayne, 
Fla., where he and Mrs. Nixon- 
spent a long weekend during 
which they celebrated their 31st 
wedding anniversary with a 
quiet dinner at home. 
Although he did not mention 
Kennedy by name, Nixon said a 
program, of nationalized health 
insurance such as that being 
pushed by the Massachusetts 
Democrat would cost the feder­ 
al 
government 
$77 
billion 
per year by 1974, or about one- 
fourth of the national budget. 
In addition, it would boost the 
cost to the average family from 
an estimated .$466 'per year to 
approximately $1,27! per year 
in additional taxes, he said. 
“Rather than freeing the doc­ 
tor so that he can do more to 
help his patients, nationalized 
health insurance would burden 
him with the dead weight of 
more bureaucracy, more forms 
and more red tape,” he said. 
“Rather than expending the 
range of choice for doctors and 
patients,, it, would narrow that 
range."

establish a network of health 
maintenance centers and have 
employers pay a greater share 
of the cost of health insurance 
would more evenly distribute 
the cost and quality of medical 
services. 
Nixon noted that in the past

Pointing out that the Ameri­ 
can Medical Association has 
been involved in an outstanding 
voluntary effort to cure sick 
and wounded civilians in Viet­ 
nam, the President called for a 
smiliar marshaling of the ener­ 
gy, talent and prestigate of the

against 
drug abuse through more limit­ 
ed prescriptions of psychotropic 
substances and through educat­ 
ing people on their dangers. 


Seymour of New York’s south­ 
ern district told an eight-judge 
Federal Court of Appeals panel 
that the government is “pre­ 
pared to appoint a joint task 
force for an expedited study” of 
the 47-volume study to deter­ 
mine possible declassification 
of some sections “no longer vi­ 
tal to the national security.” 


Meanwhile U. S. appellate 
courts in New York and Wash­ 
ington opened hearings on the 
government’s plea that lower 
court ruiings in favor of contin­ 
ued publication of the study be 
overturned. The cases involved 
series on. the study which were 
begun by the New York Times 
which was halted last week by 
court injunction. 


On Tuesday morning, the 
Boston Globe published an arti­ 
cle quoting the study and Globe 
executives said the material 
had been obtained from sources 
other than The Times or the 
Post. The U. S. Attorney’s of­ 
fice took the G l o b e to court 
Tuesday afternoon in an effort 
to obtain an injunction, but U. 
S. District Judge Anthony Jul­ 
ian took the application under 
advisement after a short hear­ 
ing. 


U.S., District Judge Gerhard 
A. Gesell in Washington Mon­ 
day ruled in favor of the Post, 
saying publication of the report 
did not threaten national secu­ 
rity and that freedom of the 


press outweighed the govern­ 
ment’s objections to the case. 
“The government has failed 
to meet its burden and without 
that burden being met, the first 
A m e n d m e n t remains su­ 
preme,” Gesell said. “Any ef­ 
fort to preserve the status quo 
under 
these 
circumstances! 
would be contrary to the public 
interest.” 
But the appeals court inter­ 
vened on the government’s re­ 
quest and ordered the Post not 
to continue its series on the 
report until it ruled on the case 
today. The Post was told not to 
publish anything on the report 
until 5 p.m. EDT today. The 
newspaper complied . 
m e limes also received a 
favorable ruling from U.S. Dis­ 
trict Judge Murray Gurtem 
Saturday but the appeals court 
in New York prohibited publi­ 
cation until after panel of three 
of its members could rule on 
the case. 
B e c a u s e of the issues in­ 
volved in the case, it was decid­ 
ed Monday that the entire eight 
members of the appeals court 
should hear the arguments and 
the hearing was postponed until 
today. If the court decides an 
odd number of judges is needed 
it could call a senior retired 
jurist to sit it. 
The two cases have received 
speeded t r e a t m e n t in the 
courts because the issues in­ 
volved —national security and 
freedom of the press —are so 


great the cases will almost cer­ 
tainly go the the S u p r e m e 
Court. The Supreme Court is 
expected to end its current ses­ 
sion Monday, necessitating the 
haste. 
The government has aruged 
that publication of the 7,000- 
page report which was ordered 
in 1967 by Defense Secretary 
Robert S. 
McNamara could 
damage national security and 
foreign relations with other 
countries. The newspapers have 
argued that the report, may em­ 
barrass some persons but could 
not be considered dangerous to 
the national security. 
The Boston Globe in today’s 
edition printed a section of the 
r e p o r t it said came into the 
newspaper’s possession Mon­ 
day. It did not say how much of 
the report, it had. 
In the article published to­ 
day, the Globe said President 
Johnson shortly before he an­ 
nounced he would not seek a 
second term had decided to 
continue support of South Viet­ 
nam but would reduce Ameri­ 
can troops in a policy which 
President Nixon would name 
Vietnamization.

Super County Health 
Department Official 
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Nine county offices officially 
were m e r g e d into the new 
health care services depart­ 
ment yesterday by the Marin 
County Board of Supervisors. 
Dr. Donovan 0. Cooke was ap­ 
pointed head of the new super 
department. (Other supervisors 
stories, page 21.) 
Questions of the administra­ 
tive responsibility of Health Of­ 
ficer Dr. Carolyn B. Albrecht 
were left unresolved, pending a 
meeting tomorrow of the task 
force of the Marin County Com­ 
prehensive 
Health 
Planning 
Council. The task force and the 
council prepared the reorgani- 
z a t i o n report on which the 
board acted. 
Supervisor John F. Mclnnis 
pointed out that the proposed 
payroll for the unified depart­ 
ment was $24,000 higher than 
the total of the individual rec­ 
ommended budgets of the of­ 
fices involved. He moved for 
the sweeping 
reorganization, 
but at no staffing increases. His 
motion was approved unani­ 
mously. 
Winifred S. F r e d e r i c k , 
spokesman for the Irate Tax­ 
payers of Marin, asked unsuc­ 
cessfully for another year's 
study of the merger before en­ 
acting it. She said she found an 
increase of $99.600 in the annual 
cost for the services provided in 
the nine separate offices. 
Asst. County Administrator 
Thomas F. Campanella pointed 


out that the budget contained 
more than $77,000 in new pro­ 
grams for antidrug methadone 
treatment programs, antidrug 
education and alcoholic detoxi­ 
fication programs, plus $30,000 
for a contract with, the Marin 
Child 
.Development 
Center... 
Much of the new money will be 
repaid to Marin under state 
programs to reward counties 
whose 
local 
treatment 
pro­ 
grams lighten the patient influx 
at state mental hospitals, ac­ 
cording to Dr. John S. Guer- 
rant, community mental health 
chief. 
Holding off the reorganization 
for a year would be “beyond 
good conscience,” Mclnnis said. 


If the reorganization results 
in immediate dollar savings, 
“ I’ll be surprised,” said Super­ 
visor Peter R. Arrigoni Jr. He 
said the change is “a tool to 
work cooperatively instead of 
polarizing departments.”

Entire Campus 
Program Affected 


SACRAMENTO (UPI) - State 
officials said today the Board of 
Education’s extension of its ac­ 
creditation of the University of 
California at Santa Barbara for 
only one year affects the entire 
campus program, not merely 
the teaching program. But the 
only students affected are those 
who intend to become teachers. 


Of the 13,590 students at San­ 
ta Barbara, only about 300 are 
in the elementary and high 
school teaching credential pro­ 
gram. Students not planning to 
go into teaching would not be 
affected if the board denied ac­ 
creditation to UCSB.

Defense Department regula­ 
tions require that if any secret 
documents appear in public 
print their security classifica­ 
tion must be reviewed. 
The regulations say that pub­ 
lication “does not preclude ... 
continued classification: howev­ 
er, such disclosures require im­ 
mediate re-evaluation of the 
information 
to 
determine 
whether the publication has so 
compromised the information 
that downgrading or declassi­ 
fication is warranted.” 
Attorney General John N. 
Mitchell Monday quoted Laird 
as saying that publication of 
portions of the study had violat­ 
ed national security. The same 
charges were made by the gov­ 
ernment in suits against the 
Times and Post. 
Mitchell said the government 
would tell the public what is 
contained in the study “at the 
appropriate time and under the 
appropriate 
circumstances” 
He gave no hint when the gov­ 
ernment would consider an ap­ 
propriate time.

Unit Ambushed 
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Astronaut Says ESP Works 


DURHAM, N.C. (UPI) — Astronaut Edgar D. 
Mitchell is convinced his extrasensory perception 
tests from outer space succeeded — not because 
his “receivers” got a lot of right 
answers, but because they got so 
many wrong ones. 
Mitchell, who tried to send ESP 
messages to four “receivers” on 
Earth while en route to the moon on 
the Apollo 14 m i s s i o n , Monday 
broke his long silence about the 
unauthorized experiment. 
His primary evidence of ESP cit­ 
ed at a meeting of the Foundation 
for Research on the Nature of Man was based, 
however, not on the number of answers the four 
earthbound receivers got right, but on how many 
they got wrong. 
Mitchell said they got far more wrong than 
they would have by normal operation of mathe­ 
matical chance, and he cited this as an indication 
of “extrasensory exchange.” 
Mitchell took with him into space cards bearing 
standard ESP test symbols — a star, a cross, a 
wavy line, a square and a circle. 
The plan called for him to concentrate daily on 
a random order of the symbols in space, with 
transmission of 25 symbols in a pattern only he 
knew, once daily for six days, with the four Earth 
“receivers” writing down what order they be­ 
lieved he was “transmitting.” 
Mitchell was able to perform the experiment 
for only four days. Two of the “receivers” wrote 
down their “receptions” for all six days, howev­ 
er, while one of the others participated for only 
one day and the other for only two days. 


SAIGON 
(UPI)—Communist 
forces ambushed a South Viet­ 
namese relief unit in the Me­ 
kong Delta early today after 
storming through a nearby vil­ 
lage and destroying a number 
of homes. Military spokesmen 
said 52 persons were killed or 
wounded. 
Communiques from Phnom 
Penh said North Vietnamese 
troops carried out three shell­ 
ings against Cambodian forces 
early today in the battle for 
marshlands just east of the 
Cambodian capital. The Cam­ 
bodian command also said its 
5,000-man drive against the 
Communists made only 500 
yards Monday. 
The South Vietnamese com­ 
mand said the Communists at­ 
tacked the village of Hieu Tu, 
60 miles southwest of Saigon 
just after 11 p.m. M o n d a y , 
overrunning militia defenses 
and destroying several homes. 
Four militiamen were killed, 
nine wounded and three miss­ 
ing. 'One civilian was killed and 
15 wounded. 
Less than four hours later, a 
unit of regional force and popu­ 
lar force (Ruff Puffs) militia­ 


men were a m b u s h e d in 
marshlands three miles from 
the town. Thirteen of the troop­ 
ers were k i l l e d and seven 
wounded. 
Communist 
losses 
were undertermined. 
It was one of the worst de­ 
feats dealt to South Vietnamese 
militiamen in months. Militia 
f o r c e s make up half the 1.1 
million South Vietnamese under 
arms. 
Allied spokesmen and reports 
from the field today indicated 
continued fighting below the 
Demilitarized Zone (DMZ) at 
the other end of South Vietnam. 
U.S. R52 bombers carried out 
three more missions in the 
mountainous region below the 
DM.Z in the 24 hours ended at 
noon today. Two of the raids 
were within one to five miles 
from, the South. Vietnamese 
Fire Rase Fuller, which with­ 
stood a rocket, mortar and 
g r o u n d attack by the North 
Vietnamese Monday and anoth­ 
er early today. 
The U.S. 'Command said since 
May 15 the B52s have dropped 
at least 14 million pounds of 
bombs on Quang Tri, province 
below the DMZ.

The measure proposes, as 
President Nixon has requested., 
that a new welfare system be 
created to reform the present 
federal-state program 
which 
differs in payments and eligibi­ 
lity from state to state. The 
new program would 'be federal­ 
ly run 
and financed, 
with 
uniform standards. 
'The legislation also contains 
some noncontroversial items — 
a 5 per cent increase in Social 
Security benefits for 26 million 
Americans and changes in the 
Medicare 
hospital 
insurance 
program.

Not Impressed 
WASHINGTON (UPI) —The 
chairman of the House Judicia­ 
ry Committee is not overly 
impressed at Chief Justice 
Warren E. Burger’s call for a 
new law allowing evidence to 
be used in criminal trials even 
if it has been seized illegally. 
“My inclination is in opposi­ 
tion,’* said Rep. Emanuel 
Cellar, D-N.Y., when informed 
of the suggestion Burger 'made 
Monday. Cellar’s judiciary pa­ 
nel would have to pass on any 
such statute. 
Cellar told UPI he favors the 
Supreme Court’s 1914 ruling, 
which barred use of evidence 
obtained by police in violation 
of the 4th Amendment’s ban on 
“unreasonable 
searches 
and 
seizures.’* The rule was made 
binding on the states in 1961. 
'The 
amendment says 
no 
search warrant may be issued 
except on probable cause to 
believe 
a 
crime has 
been 
committed. The place to be 
searched and the person or 
thing to be .seized, must be 
specifically described.

represented 
South Africa’s case in the court, 
said the U.N. Security Council 
now-would have to decid.**: 
Firstly, do we want to 
take steps to force the (South 
African) administration out.” 
—“Secondly, is there a threat 
to international peace and secu­ 
rity?” 
The spokesman recalled that 
in court, John R. Stevenson of 
the United States “seemed, to 
advertise clearly his (U.S.) gov­ 
ernment would not be amenable 
to direct confrontation 
with. 
South Africa over the issue.” 
In Pretoria, South African 
Prime Minister Bal.tha.zar J. 
Vorster went on the radio and 
said his government would con­ 
tinue to' administer South. West 
Africa. 
Vorster called the ruling “an 
international political vendet­ 
ta" against Ms country.

Organization. 
The 
prisoners 
were transported more than !,- 
200 miles from their homeland 
to a court in Pretoria, South 
Africa, for the trial... 
Nineteen of the defendants 
were sentenced to life imprison­ 
ment. The court said no death 
penalties were imposed only be­ 
cause (the crimes) were com­ 
mitted before passage of the 
1967 terrorism act, under which 
they were charged. Some of the 
sentences later were reduced. 
South West Africa is twice the 
size of California with a popula­ 
tion of 750,000, including 80,000 
whites. It is largely arid land 
including the Kalahari Desert. 
The territory is one of the 
world’s leading producers of 
diamonds and copper.

Cautious 
Look At 
Economy 


WASHINGTON (UPI) -Nixon 
administration economists hope 
the sharpest increase in the 
cost of living in 15 months is an 
exception instead of a new 
trend. But they concede recent 
claims of victory over inflation 
may have been premature. 
The Labor Department re­ 
ported. Monday that the cost of 
living advanced by a seasonally 
adjusted .6 per cent in May— 
the largest increase since Feb­ 
ruary 1970 — after four months 
of comoarativelv stable prices. 


A spokesman for President 
Nixon’s Council of Economic 
Advisers said the council “tried 
to be cautious’* about claiming 
too much for the favorable re­ 
ports in January through April 
and he said the council, also will 
be wary of pushing the patee 
button following the May in­ 
crease. 
He said the council recog­ 
nized that the pace of inflation 
in the first four months of the 
year —an annual rate of 3 per 
cent, lowest since 1.967 —was 
too low to be maintained. 


But if the council was cau­ 
tious. some other administra­ 
tion officials were not. 
Commerce Secretary Maur­ 
ice H. Stans, speaking; just six, 
hours before the cost of living 
report was issued, argued: 
“The rate of inflation has now 
come witten controllable bound- 
a r i e s and this has been 
achieved without a major dislo­ 
cation in the nation’s econo­ 
my.” 
After the living cost figures: 
were announced, Democratic 
National Chairman Lawrence 
F. O’Brien urged the President 
“to convene immediately an 
emergency economic 
confer­ 
ence to draft comprehensive ac­ 
tion plans to save the American 
economy.” 
The consumer price index, 
the gauge of the cost of living 
for the average urban family, 
advanced in May to 1.20.8 'per 
cent of the 1967 average. 
That means it cost $12.08 in 
May to buy the same variety of 
goods and services that could 
have been obtained for $11.94 in 
April, $11.57 a year earlier and 
$10 in 1967.

Viet Medal Of Honor Winner 
He Was Stoned In Combat 


TAW AS CITY, Mich. (UPD— 
Peter Lemon went into combat 
in Vietnam under the influence 
of marijuana only once. His ac­ 
tions on that occasion earned 
him the Medal of Honor. 
“Yes, I was on. marijuana,,"* 
the 21-year-old unemployed ci­ 
vilian said Monday. 
"We were all partying the 
night before,” he said. “We 
weren’t expecting any action 
because we were in a support 
utet. 
"It was the only time I ever 
went into combat stoned... You 
get really alert when you’re 
stoned because you have to 
b e ” 
Lemon received the Medal of 
Honor last week at the White 
House from President Nixon for 
fighting on April 1, 1970, near 
the Cambodian border of South 
Vietnam. The 
citation said 
Lemon engaged the enemy with. 


a machine gun. and rifle until 
the 
weapons 
malfunctioned, 
then used hand grenades. De­ 
spite grenade wounds, he pur­ 
sued and k i l l e d the last 
attacker in hand-to-hand com­ 
bat. 
Lemon then carried a more 
seriously wounded comrade to 
safety and suffered a second 
bullet wound while returning to 
his post “through a hail of 
small, arms and grenade fire,” 
the citation said. 
Although 
injured 
a 
third 
time, Lemon picked up a ma­ 
chine gun, stood atop an em­ 
bankment “fully exposed to 
enemy fire” and. fired at .re­ 
treating viet cong troops until 
he collapsed from wounds and 
exhaustion. 
“I think 90 per cent of all 
Americans (in Vietnam), com­ 
bat t r o o p s or not, are using 
marijuana,” he said. 


Since Ms return from Viet­ 
nam, Lemon has been leading 
the quiet life of a reluctant hero 
with Ms wife of two months in a 
c a b i n along the Lake Huron 
shore. 


“People in town think I’m a 
hero now,” he said. “But a few 
weeks ago they wouldn’t even 
speak to me. 1 was just another 
long-haired bum. ” 


.Lemon said he went to Viet­ 
nam “with the idea to fight for 
my country- and wave the flag 
and. then, t h r e e days later 
changed my mind.” 
"I definitely feel that the 
Americans are the aggressors 
in Vietnam,” he said. "All the 
Vietnamese want to do is live 
day-by-day and not have us 
there. 
“I want us to get the hell out 
of this 'war right now,” Lemon, 
said.

Cosmonauts Aim 
At Two Stars 
MOSCOW (t)PI>-The Soviet 
Union’s three Salyut cosmo­ 
nauts today piloted their flying 
observatory through a series of 
important astronomical experi­ 
ments that will add to man’s 
knowledge of the stars. 
Tass, the Soviet news agency, 
said the space station crew of 
Georgy Dobrovolsky, Vladislav 
Volkov and Viktor Patsayev 
trained their instruments on 
two stars and obtained detailed 
pictures of the kinds of light 
they produced 
One Tass, said, was the sec­ 
ond brightest star in the sky, 
Alpha Urae. The other was the 
dimmer star Zeta of Ophiuchus, 
“a rank and file star of the 
Ursa Major constellation.” 


The regulations were essen­ 
tially unchanged from, the plan 
Nixon announced January 11.

He 
said the cost to the government 
in lost taxes far outweighed any 
benefits and that if the changes 
were proper, Congress, not the 
administration, should have 
taken the action. 
Stenton said six weeks of pub­ 
lic hearings preceding the 
Treasury’s final approval were 
a farce. He noted that Treasury 
officials in January advised 
businessmen they could count 
on eventual enactment of the 
proposal. 
“'The public went into' a hear­ 
ing where Treasury officials 
had already committed them­ 
selves to the outcome," Stanton 
said.Randolph Thrower, Internal 
Revenue Service commissioner, 
told newsmen that objections 
raised at the hearings already 
had. been considered and dis­ 
counted before Nixon’s original 
announcement. Therefore, he 
said, “it was not contemplated 
that anything would be received 
(at the hearing) that would 
change the decision." 
The new tax rules, which the 
Treasury estimates will reduce 
government revenue by $2.8 bil­ 
lion this year and by $39 billion 
by the end of 1980, affect busi­ 
ness depreciation write-offs for 
income taxes. 
They permit businesses to 
adopt the depreciation period 
most beneficial to the taxpayer 
from a range of 20 per cent less 
to 20 per cent more than the 
existing guidelines adopted in 
1962. 
Treasury 
officials 
expect 
most businesses to use the shor­ 
test available period because 
that would produce the largest 
early tax benefit. However, a 
business which was operating 
at a loss at the time it pur­ 
chased equipment could adopt a 
longer period to space out its 
tax advantage to a time when it 
expected to be showing a profit. 


Jail Time On 
Shotgun Charge 
Former San Quentin guard 
Jesse Anthony Mitchell, 33, of 
Berkeley, was sentenced to four 
months in Marin County Jail 
yesterday for illegal possession 
of a shotgun.

Before the hearing started, 
Gesell. said, the Post, “under 
protest" had supplied the gov­ 
ernment with a list of the mate- 
r i a 1 it has. “It does not 
appear," the judge said, “that 
the Host has all the same docu­ 
ments that The Times has."

industrial and 'distribution fa­ 
cilities." 
The depth of the channel in 
the bay will be increased from 
35 to 45 feet through Carquinez 
Strait, and from 30 to 35 feet 
from Suisun Bay to Stockton. 
The channel also will be wi­ 
dened. 
The project, however, still 
would exclude supertankers 
from the bay. These are 150,000 
gross weight tons and larger, 
and draw a minimum of 56 feet. 
The project would allow tank­ 
ers of about 100,000 tons to en­ 
ter without lightering or wait­ 
ing for high tide. The tanker* in 
last January’s oil spill were 
17,000-ton tankers, 
'The use of fewer but larger 
ships, the corps stressed, will 
reduce the danger of collision. 
The corps said its environ­ 
mental study of the bar had 
cost $200,000. Its study of the 
rest of the project will consider 
its effects on flows, tempera­ 
tures, salinity incursion and al­ 
gae.

MARINITE'S PLAN 


Replica Of Drake's 
Ship To Sail In '73 


By SANDRA YOUNG 
A San Rafael naval architect, 
the grandson of a long line of 
rugged sea captains, has put 
the finishing touches to plans 
for the replica of the Golden 
Hinde — the ship Sir Francis 
Drake sailed, around the world 
in 1579. 
L. C. Norgaard of 18 Porto 
Bello Drive recently completed 
the design fgr the 16th Century 
English warship, expected to 
cost approximately $500,000 to 
construct, after working on the 
plans in his spare time during 
the last 'three years. 
The second “ Golden Hinde” 
will sail from England in 1973 
to a permanent berth at Fisher­ 
man’s Wharf in San Francisco. 
The replica will be built by 
Golden Hinde Limited Inc., a 
partnership between Albert El- 
ledge, president of Harbor Car- 
r i e r s Inc. aid Art Blum, 
president of Art. Blum Public 
Relations in San Francisco. 
Norgaard, a portly man with 
clear blue eyes, talked about 
the Golden Hinde recently in 
the living room, of Ms home. 
His own sailboat, the Sandpi­ 
per, bobbed in the water out­ 
side Ms door. 
“I found it very challenging 
and very interesting histori­ 
cally,” said Norgaard who has 
designed more than 100 boats, 
from pleasure craft to large 
commercial 
tankers, 
in 
the 
quarter-century he has worked 
as a naval architect. 
Because no plans for Drake’s 
ship have been f o u n d , Nor- 
gaard's design is Ms own inter­ 
pretation. But the idea did not 
sai easily into Ms mind. 
“I read everytMng I could on 
Drake — both American and 
English authors — as well as 
ancient writings. I studied the 
Mariner’s Mirror, a quarterly 
journal of the Society for Nauti­ 
cal Research. 
“ I paid particular attention to 
the artwork of Peter Bruegel, 
the elder, who drew ships of 
that period in great detail, and 
other artists interpretations of 
what the ship looked like,” said 
the 50-year-old designer. 


The stamp of approval — in 
Norgaard’s mind, at least — 
came when George P. B. Naish, 
a well known English Mstorian 
and staff member of the Na­ 
tional Maritime 
Museum in 
Greenwich, looked at Ms de­ 
sign. 


"He told me it was a feasible 
representation of what the ves­ 
sel might have been,” Nor-

approving a three-lot subdivi­ 
sion in their neighborhood,. 


The 
council 
expressed 
its 
unanimous agreement that the 
appeal should be heard, but de­ 
nied such a hearing on the ad­ 
vice of City A t t y . Fred C. 
Robbins Jr. 


The subdivision approval was 
granted by the planning com­ 
mission May 27 to Sheldon and, 
Sharon Brandenberger for a 
1.3-acre 
parcel 
on 
Southern 
Heights Boulevard near Bret 
Harte Road. 
Residents who opposed the 
subdivision were told by Joseph 
J. B a r b a rí no, chairman of the 
commission, that the commis­ 
sion’s decision could be ap­ 
pealed, to the council. 
When 
four 
residents 
ap­ 
pealed, however, Robbins point­ 
ed out to the council June 7 that 
the city code granted the right 
of appeal of subdivision deci­ 
sions only to the subdivider. 
The 
council 
immediately 


passed an emergency ordinance 
opening the right of appeal to 
the public, but that wasn’t fast 
enough to help the would-be ap­ 
pellants. 
The council had tentatively 
set a public hearing on the ap­ 
peal for last night, but it was 
taken off the agenda when Rob­ 
bins ruled, the emergency ordi­ 
nance could not be retroactive. 
H e n r y Jonas of 11 Meyer 
Road, an attorney who said he 
owns two parcels of property on 
Souther 
Heights 
Boulevard, 
said he was “ aghast and as­ 
tounded” that the commission 
could have had the final say on 
the subdivision. 
“The parties should be heard 
by the proper authority, and the 
property authority is not your 
long arm, it is you,” he told 
council men. 
“ I just will not stand for this 
injustice,” he said, adding that 
he was not “ itching for a law­ 
suit" but suggesting one might 
be filed to seek a hearing. 
Council men expressed their 
sympathy, for the residents, but 
"our hands are tied,” Mayor C. 
Paul Bettini said. 
“ The whole council has been 
in sympathy with you. We all 
fed you should lave a, hear­ 
ing,” Councilman Fred E. Jen­ 
sen said, but added that the 
council, could not disregard, the 
advice of its attorney.

Burton's Letter Of 
Resignation Accepted 


Using a tactic adopted by 
President John 
F. 
Kennedy 
during the Cuban, missile crisis, 
the San Rafael City Council last 
night accepted the resignation 
of Parks and Recreation Com­ 
missioner Geroge S. Burton. 
Burton had submitted his res­ 
ignation in a letter dated April 
23. However, in a letter dated 
May 10, Burton asked that his 
resignation be withdrawn. 
The council last night ignored 
the second letter and acted on 
the first, a step used by Kenne­ 
dy during - the missile crisis 
when he ignored a threatening 
message from the Soviet Union 
and replied instead to an ear­ 
lier and calmer Soviet mes­ 
sage. 
Councilman Harry A. Barbier 
m oved th a t the resignation be 
accepted, saying he understood 


a majority of the commission 
had indicated it would prefer a 
commissioner other than Bur­ 
ton. 
John A. Miskimen dissented 
in the 4-1 vote to accept the 
resignation. 
Mayor C. Paul Bettini invited 
applications for the commission 
seat, saying he would like to 
see a “young and energetic” 
person appointed. 
The council did not set a date 
for the appointment, nor for 
appointment of a planning com­ 
missioner to succeed W. Judson 
Klein who is moving from San 
Rafael. 
The council indicated that 
planning commissioners Jam es 
Dougan and Jorgen V. Lunding, 
whose terms e x p i r e next 
month, will be reappointed July 
6. 


$19,000 Allocation For 
Chamber Out Of Budget 


A proposal that the City of 
San Rafael allocate $19,000 to 
the San Rafael Chamber of 
Commerce “ for services ren­ 
dered” was rejected by the city 
council last night.

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Teacher's 
Court Case 
Continues 


The Novato School District 
board pressed its year-old ef­ 
fort to fire a mathematics 
teacher today in Marin Superi­ 
or Court. 
At stake is the job of Wyman 
W. Kunzler, a Hill Junior High 
School teacher whom the school 
board has accused of teaching 
over his pupils’ heads. 
A court trial on the district’s 
effort to fire Kunzler went into 
its third day today before judge 
Thomas F. Keating. 
An earlier attempt to fire 
Kunzler was defeated last Sep­ 
tember when Judge E. Warren 
McGuire of Marin Superior 
Court ruled that charges of in­ 
competence were not specific 
enough. 
In the current suit, Kunzler is 
a c c u s e d of such actions as 
teaching “binomial theorem” to 
beginning algebra students and 
presenting pupils with 20-digit 
multiplication problems. 
Furthermore, 
according 
to 
the suit, Kunzler gave ‘‘unreal­ 
istic homework” and burdened 
his students with his “personal 
problems.” 
K u n z l e r has denied the 
charges of incompetence and 
fought his dismissal. 
He had b e e n w i t h the 
district four years when the 
board initiated its attempt to 
fire him in May 1970. 
Kunzler 
is 
not 
presently 
teaching, but is still being paid 
by the district. 


The Marin County Board of 
Education last night tossed the 
ball — the Sausalito School Dis­ 
trict’s request for in-lieu tax 
payment 
back into the lap of 
the Marin County Board of Su­ 
pervisors. 
Advised by the county coun­ 
sel’s office that they could not 
levy a tax to support Sausali- 
to’s request for $61,200, the 
board, agreed to send the re­ 
quest back to the supervisors, 
according to Asst. Supt. Robert 
E„ Spain. 
Last week, the supervisors 
had forwarded the request to 
the 'board of education with the 
suggestion that it raise the 
funds without adding to the 
county government’s general 
fund tax rate. 
Sausalito trustees had re­ 
quested a one-cent tax rate be 
applied county-wide for a total 
$63,000. In a letter to' supervi­ 
sors, they pointed to the 179 
students — almost 30 'per cent 
of 'the district enrollment — 
who reside in the county hous­ 
ing authority low-rent facilities 
in Marin City. With no tax base 
there, the district must support 
the cost of educating those stu­ 
dents. 
Sausalito trustees noted that 
the City of Sausalito' carries 87 
per cent of the local taxes for 
schools while it supplies only 33 
per cent of the 'students, in the 
district. 
According to the county coun­ 
sel’s office, the supervisors 
gave the county schools office 
clear-cut fiscal responsibility, 
but did not give them the power 
to levy a tax, county-wide, for 
in-lieu purposes, Spain said. 
In other business, Glen E. 
Robinson, 
board 
member, 
spoke out strongly against the 
recent action of the county Eco­ 
nomic 
Opportunity 
Council 
turning over the operation of 
Head Start to a parents group, 
Spain reported. 
According to Spain, Robinson 
did not feel the parents, mem­ 
bers of the Parent Policy Com­ 
mittee, were a representative 
group and advocated the pro­ 
gram remaining 
under the 
‘county schools jurisdiction. 
Earlier this month, the board 
approved applying for $146,000 
in federal funds to continué op­ 
eration of the program, located 
in Marin City, Novato and San 
Rafael. 
There was no other discussion 
about the EOC’s action, Spain 
said. 
The board will meet to elect 
officers at 8 p.m. July 6, a day 
later than the regularly sched­ 
uled meeting because of the 
holiday weekend. Preceding the 
meeting will be an open house 
and dedication of the Manzanita 
Community Center at 7 p.m.

L. Park said today that he has 
not had any notification that 
Corona would be' transfered to 
San Quentin. 
( P a r k said that the Yuba 
County sheriff must first obtain 
a court order that Corona is in 
need of hospital care. This 
court order then goes to the 
staff of the Department of Cor­ 
rections in Sacramento which 
decides 
to which institution 
Corona would be sent. It could 
he Vacaville or San Quentin, 
according to Park.) 
Corona is in the jail ward of 
the Sutter County General Hos­ 
pital in nearby Marysville. He 
was admitted to the ward Fri­ 
day after complaining of chest 
pains.

Jetliner Hits Ocean;

At that 
point he applied power to the 
plane’s engines lifting the nose. 
As he did, the rear mounted 
engines and the tail struck the 
water. 
The spokesman said the safe­ 
ty board had impounded the 
jetliner’s cockpit voice record 
and had s e n t a team from 
Washington to Boston to investi­ 
gate the incident. It occurred at 
8:35 a.m. EDT. 
On June 7, an Allegheny air­ 
liner crashed short of the run­ 
way at New H a v e n , Conn. 
making an approach over wa­ 
ter. Twenty- eight were killed. 
Neither the Martha’s Vine­ 
yard nor New Haven airport 
was equipped with an instru­ 
ment landing system —a so­ 
phisticated 
electronic device 
used to guide planes down to 
airport runways.

Plea Renewed For 
Novato Park Funds 


The Novato Parks and Recre­ 
ation Com mission renewed a 
plea last night for a long term 
park financing plan at a Joint 
budget meeting with the Novato 
City COuncil. 
Chairman Martin C. White, 
backing the commission’s ear­ 
lier proposal for a: 30-cent over­ 
ride tax rate, urged councilman 
“to geNgjvay from the nickel 
and dime development” which 
has been occurring “over a 
number of years.” 
The proposal drew no imme­ 
diate reaction from city coun- 
c i 1 m e n to whom it was one 
among many problems being 
wrestled with in budget review­ 
ing. 


Dr. John Kassenbrock said 
the override tax would make 
long term planning possible. If 
there were a definite amount 
earmarked for a definite time, 
commissioners would have an 
idea of what they had to work 
with, he said. 
“It’s sad when we’re forced 
to spend 30 cents on Angela 
Davis and c a n n o t afford 30 
cents to develop a park sys­ 
tem,” said Commissioner Lou 
Johnson. 
Parks and Recreation Di­ 
rector Edward W. Adams said 
the city has been spending 
about $30,000 a year for park 
acquisition and development, 
and is falling behind needs. 
Comment came as the two 
bodies reviewed the proposed 
$140,000 capital improvements 
budget for parks during 1971-72, 
based on the hope 50 per cent 
Federal matching funds will 
cut city costs. 
Commissioners argued that 
the price of land is increasing 
and the 'best park land is disap-' 
pearing to development. 
White said the O’Hair proper­ 
ty, Novato Boulevard and Sutro 
Avenue, containing 67 acres, 
“could fulfill many needs of the 
community. 
The land was offered to the 
city last year for $600,000, but a 
bond proposal 
which would 
have financed the purchase was 
defeated. 
White said he didn’t think the 
idea of another bond proposal 
“is quite totally dead.” Eight­ 
een-year-old 
residents, 
with 
keen interest in open space, 
ecology and recreation will be 
voting, he said. “It might be 
possible a two-thirds vote (re­ 
quired for passage) is within 
our reach.” 
Commissioner John Briggs, a 
San Marin High School gradu­ 


ate, favored acquisition of the 
450-acre parcel offered by J. C. 
Garlick, west of San Marin 
High School. Eighteen-year-olds 
recognizing the importance of 
environment might not approve 
the concept of a highly devel­ 
oped O’Hair site with tennis 
courts, baseball fields, pool and 
recreation center, he said. 
Planning Commissioner Bev­ 
erly Ehreth said “We’re run­ 
ning out of beautiful land. We’d 
better get in land acquisition or 
there won’t be anymore.” 
There was a bid of allocation 
of funds to improve the ceme­ 
tery at Pioneer Memorial Park 
by Frank Galli, president of the 
Marin County Historical Socie­ 
ty. 
The proposed budget contains 
$40,000 for improvements at the 
park, mainly for a tot lot and 
apparatus area and completion 
of electrical work. 
Galli proposed an enclosure 
of the knoll area at the ceme­ 
tery to “keep the v a n d a l s 
away, especially where large 
tombstones have been broken 
into two or three parts.” 
Wilfried Lieb, representing 
the Citizens To Preserve Nova­ 
to's Historical Landmarks, said 
city leadership was needed and 
the “deterioration gets worse 
as months go by.” 
Councilman George C. Quesa- 
da proposed study of boosting 
the budget for improvements at 
Pioneer Memorial Park $26,000, 
which could cover the cost of 
improving the cemetery. 
He also proposed study of al­ 
locating an additional $50,000 
for capital improvements for 
parks, possibly toward acquir­ 
ing land or development of a 
pool. 
The council agreed to consi­ 
der this in light of the entire 
budget. 
Mayor Joseph D. Gargiulo 
said the condition of the ceme­ 
tery was a source of “embar­ 
rassment” to the city, with 
much discussion among resi­ 
dents about neglect of it. 
Earlier, Gargiulo sounded out 
the commission on transferring 
$5,500 earmarked for a Satur­ 
day recreation program to the 
cemetery improvements. 
Commissioners stuck by their 
guns on the Saturday program 
and said it was aimed at prov­ 
iding activities for girls, who 
haven’t bad programs avail­ 
able. 
The council adjourned until 8 
p.m. today at Novato Commu­ 
nity House for a regular meet­ 
ing.

Libby Holman, A Torch 
Singer Of 30s, Is Dead 


STAMFORD, Conn. (U PI)- 
Ltbby Holman, torch singer of 
1920s and 1930s famed for her 
renditions of such songs as 
“Body and Soul” and “Moanin’ 
Low," died at her home here 
last Friday. Her death at the 
age of 
65 was 
announced 
Monday. 
A private funeral service was 
held, but a memorial service is 


planned in New 
York, a 
family spokesman said. 
Tragedy repeatedly crossed 
Miss Holman’s life. In 1932 her 
husband, Zachary Smith Rey­ 
nolds, a North Carolina tobacco 
heir, was found shot to death 
after a party at their home in 
Winston-Salem. Miss Holman 
was charged with murder, but 
the charges were later dropped. 


Her second husband, actor 
Ralph Holmes, committed sui­ 
cide in 1945. In 1950 her son, 
Christopher Reynolds, fell to 
his death while climbing Mt. 
Whitney in California. 
Born Elizabeth Holzman in 
Cincinnati, Miss Holman made 
her Broadway debut in “Gar­ 
rick Gaieties” in 1926. She first 
impressed the public singing 
“Moanin’ Low” and “Can’t We 
Be Friends” in a review called 
“The little Show” in 1929. 
'One of her biggest stage hits 
was in “Three’s A Crowd” in 
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1931. Co-starring with 
Fred 
Allen and Clifton Webb, she 
sang “Something to Remember 
You By” and “Body and Soul.” 
In one revue Miss Holman 
played an interracial scene. 
This scene, and the blue quality 
In her voice, led to a rumor 
that she was a mulatto. She 
said later that this circum­ 
stance and her work with 
Negro artists gave her an 
interest in civil rights. In later 
years she quietly contributed 


large amounts of money to civil 
rights causes.

When Bea .Alford .retired from 
social work, in her early 60s and. 
her husband quit his carpentry 
business, they had little to look 
forward, to. 
She hardly expected to be 
teaching Mayan Indians bow to 
bathe their babies in a humid 
village of thatch-roofed huts, or 
to be living in. one herself. But. 
that’s what happened. 
Like so many “senior citi­ 
zens” , Richard and Bea Alford 
of Los Angeles found them­ 
selves alone with no ties—their 
four children had grown, m ar­ 
ried and moved away. 
“So we retired to1 the Peace 
Corps,” as she puts it. “ We 
wanted travel and some excite­ 
ment,,, and we wanted, to serve 
rather than be served,” she ex­ 
plained during an interview in. 
San, Rafael. 
'That was in 1964 and the Af­ 
fords had thought of the Peace 
Corps like most people, a pro­ 
gram. for the graduated college 
student, not for grandparents, 
“We applied after we read 
about a n o t h e r couple who 
joined, and to our surprise, we 
were accepted.” The Alfords 
were only about the third cou­ 
ple to go. 
And now at 68 Mrs., Alford is 
using her own experience to 
“open the eyes of other retired 
persons about starting a whole 
new c a r e e r 1 ’ in the Peace 
Corps. 
She thinks age is a. definite 
asset. Older persons have the 
skills and experience and. know 
— how to get along with ail 
kinds of people, she 'believes. 
They also have a little more 
tact, she said. The A l f o r d s 
found they were accepted faster 
by the villagers than younger 
volunteers. 
The Alfords knew a, little 
Spanish and asked to go to Lat­ 
in America 'because it was clos­ 
er to h o m e . But they found 
when they landed in British 
Honduras, their home for the 
next, three years, that people 
either spoke English, or a tribal 
language. 
They settled in a, village in 
the southern end, of the country 
and. were part of a 14 village 
district inhabited by Mayans 
and two other tribes. 
“It was a swampy area—hot 
and hotter,” Bea Alford com- 
" mented. 
“We could have lived in a 
" 
government-provided .house but 
we wanted to live dose to the 
people,**' so the .Alfords took a 
one .room, dirt-floored house like 
the other villagers. 
“We weren’t there to try to 
change their ideas or culture. A 
volunteer waits until people 
come to them for advice or to 
solve a problem,” she ex­ 


plained, adding that the Indians 
were very superstitious. 
Her earpenter-husband 
im­ 
mediately went to work helping 
the villagers in the district 
build needed structures They 
had never learned to measure 
or build with nails before, his 
wife said. 
But she felt she was along for 
the ride, not .really sure what 
she could contribute. Using the 
plentiful 
guava, papaya, pi­ 
neapple, mangos and avocados, 
she 'began to leam. how to' pre­ 
pare various foods and the vil­ 
lage women and c h 11 d r e n 
became interested. 
The government of Honduras 
encouraged her to set up a. 
“cooking school.” and sent two 
girls from each, of the 14 vil- 


1 a g e s to her house for two 
weeks courses in. cooking and 
sewing. 
“ I learned as much as they 
did,” Mrs. Alford, said with a 
laugh. 
“We leaned how to can. pa­ 
paya and pineapple,. Mangos 
have a short s e a s o n so we 
canned them. The jars were 
provided by CARE and we had 
plenty of our own sugar. We 
made guava jelly...” she enu­ 
merated. 
She taught in her own home 
or the villagers’. 
“The neighbors would come 
in and ask, ’what can I do with 
my house’ on seeing the parti­ 
tions she had hung in the Alford 
home. 
“We’d get flour sacks and 
make curtains for partitions 
dividing the sleeping and cook­ 
ing area. 
“I’d remembered my mother 
making soap, so I learned how 
to make soap from coconut oil. 
The women w a s h e d. on the 
rocks of the river, rubbing ker­ 
osene on the clothes and beat­ 
ing them on the rocks. They 


also did their dishes — usually 
metal and enamel — there. 
“They’d come to the river 
with the clothes on their head, a 
child on the back and the dishes 
in their hands.” 
When they found out by using 
soap and hot water at home 
they didn’t have to carry things 
all that way they were happy, 
Mrs. Alford said. 
“I taught about soap being 
good to wash dishes, and one 
old mother wondered whether 
to use soap or hot water. She 
couldn’t 
understand 
why 
I 
seemed to contradict myself in 
first saying to use soap in one 
l e s s o n and hot water in the 
next. 
“I finally told her that hot 
water drives out the evil spirits 
and she accepted that.” 
The other women followed 
her lead and they c r e a t e d 
scooped-out mahogany vessels 
and shelves outside each house 
to do their family dishes. 
Bathing the babies was an­ 
other of Bea Alfords’ contribu­ 
tions to the Indian families. 
The Alfords, like everyone 
else, had to get all their water 
from the river, but the villagers 
also washed clothes and bathed 
in it. Bea Alford showed them 
how she boiled drinking water 
and the bath water for the ba­ 
bies. 
While her husband supervised 
the building of a school, a rec­ 
reation hall and. church., she 
started a poultry project. 
Why not raise chickens and 
vegetables, they thought, hav­ 
ing been in the chicken ranch 
business during the Depression. 
She contacted the U.S. 4-H 
headquarters and they sent in­ 
formation and. CARE the seeds 
and tools they needed. The boys 
and girls of the villages were 
eager and soon were' a real 4-H 
group. 'Then their fathers got 
interested in. raising poultry 
and 
vegetables 
and 
started 
family vegetable gardens. 
Mrs. Alford showed, the wom­ 


en ways to cook chicken and 
eggs over open fire in the en­ 
amel pots, iron pots and big 
iron griddle they use. She also 
got them to eat eggs, which 
they had never done. 
“I had never expected to 
draw on my home arts skills,” 
she commented. She also or­ 
ganized a village council and a 
Girl Scout troop. 
Mrs. Alford was lucky—she 
managed to return to the vil­ 
lage in 1968 and found that the 
things she taught or suggested 
were being carried on. There 
are now 50 4-H Clubs. 
“I wish I could go back and 
spend 
three more y e a r s , 
though, because there are so 
many more things I could do,” 
she said. The regular tour is 
two years, but the Alfords ex­ 
tended a year because the poul­ 
try project was getting going. 
Now she recruits older per­ 
sons for the Peace Corps. “We 
have one lady who’s 80 in Tur­ 
key.” 
Many older volunteers are re­ 
tired teachers who can use 
their skills in other countries, 
she said. 
The older person must be in 
good health, and volunteering 
for the Peace Corps doesn’t af­ 
fect social security or retire­ 
ment, she said, a d d i n g that 
there’s a good insurance policy 
and doctors that go along. 
The .Alfords found they didn’t 
need anything near the $200 a

Muscular 
But Caution Signal Is Lit 
Dystrophy

NEW YORK 
(UPI) —The 
m en’s w ear ■ Industry is in the 
middle of a new revolution, this 
tim e knit fabrics, and retailers 
a re buying knits so rapidly 
some of the big manufacturers 
have begun 
flashing caution 
signals. 
The last revolution to hit the 
industry 
was 
the 
soca lied 
peacock revolution when men 
quit 
wearing 
drab 
postwar 
clothing and burst forth into 
brighter colors and a dizzying 
variety of Edwardian, Nehru, 
Regency that confused every­ 
one. 
Hie basic style stabilized a* 
year ago with wide lapels, 
shaped jackets and the like, 
plus for less formal wear a 
wide variety of shirt suits, vest 
suits and other “non suits” for 
weekend wear. Now the interest 
is in fabric. 
THE MEN’S wear industry 
frequently plunges into vast up­ 
heavals, not always successful­ 
ly. When sales of t a i l o r e d 
clothing dropped last year man- 
ufactuers and retailers looked 
wildly about for a new gambit 
and settled on knits, buying 
them almost hysterically. 
Women had been wearing 
knits for years —why not men? 
Knits are good. They wear 
well, they hold their shape, they 
are 
more 
comfortable than 
woven suits since they have 
m o re stretch, and they are 
great for travel since they can 
be1 
jam m ed into a 
suitcase 
without perm anent wrinkling. 
But they are not perfect. A 
hot cigarette ash will bum a 
neat little hole with a charred 
edge in a twinkling and only a 
makeshift repair is possible 
since they cannot be rewoven. 
And they snag easily and this 
cannot be repaired. The little 
loop from a snag can be pulled 
through to the other side so it 
won’t show —but if cut off it 
could ravel, And they cost more 
than woven fabrics, and one 
m ust be wary of differences in 
quality. 
I HAVE experimented with 
half a dozen knitted garments 
over the past several years and 
iiave had widely varying expe­ 
riences. One of the first was a 
wool doubleknit topcoat which 
held its shape admirably for a 
couple of years until the pea­ 
cock revolution made the nar­ 
row lapels look ridiculous. Less 
successful were some experi­ 
m ental wool doubleknit slacks 
which sagged badly, a fault 
missing in the current versions. 
Another experimental number 
was a mdeium gray suit with a 
black pinstripe which from a 
couple of feet away looked like 
a woven suit. This was made 
from a F r e n c h 100 per cent 
polyester and I made the mis-- 
take of wearing it in 20degree 
weather. The effect from the 
bottom of the overcoat down 
was something like wading in 
an icy stream., 
A speck of hot ash from, a 
cigarette hit the thigh, there 
was a little puff of smoke and a 
tiny round hole rimmed in 
charred polyester. A genius-like 
cleaning lady scraped off the 
black and ironed on one of 
those round sticky patches used 
fcy women to repair holes in 
socks. If the iron had been too 
hot the" whole area would have 
fused. 
la te r 'knit products, were a 
pair of all polyester summer 
slacks, trim and cool, and a 
pair 
of wool

Both have held the 
creases well, are 
extremely 
comfortable and there is a 
small bonus —you don’t have to 
hitch up your breeches when 
you sit down.

This fall, for the first time, 
Marin City children may be 
offered an alternative to attend­ 
ing school in the Sausalito 
School District — if a deter­ 
mined group of Marin City par­ 
ents has its way. 
For 'the past four' months, the 
grassroots, 
education-oriented, 
organization, Concerned Par­ 
ents of Marin City, has been 
operating a Saturday school in 
the Manzanita Center for about 
120 youngsters. 
Now the parents, who have 
filed for incorporation as a non­ 
profit group, hope to expand the 
existing school program to five 


$200,000 
Suit In

A, $200,000 wrongful, death suit 
has been filed in Marin Superi­ 
or Court in connection with the 
death of a 14-year-old. Novato 
boy who collapsed last year 
during a baseball game. 
The suit, filed on behalf of the 
'boy’s parents, John. L. and Ur­ 
sula Miltenberger of 1397 Donna 
Street, seeks $100,000 from Bay 
Cities Ambulance Co. of San 
Rafael and another $100,000 for 
the organizers and operators of 
the baseball game. 
The operators of the gime 
were not named in the suit. 
The boy, John M. Miltenber­ 
ger, collapsed, while playing 
right field during a Babe Ruth 
baseball game June 19, 1970, at 
the San Marin High S c h o o l 
baseball diamond... 
He was taken by ambulance 
to Novato 
General Hospital 
where he died. 
The suit charges both the am­ 
bulance company and the base­ 
ball operators with “negligently 
and 
carelessly’’ 
performing 
their duties. 


days a week in September. 
“ For years black . parents 
have watched their children fail 
in the white public school sys­ 
tem,” said Royce McLemore, 
president of Concerned 'Par-' 
ents. She said the organization, 
decided to establish a school' 
“ because we have talked a 
great deal about the injustices 
in the public school system and 
our children are still dropping 
out, doping and drinking them­ 
selves to death even before they 
reach high school, while we 
continue to say what a shame it 
is..” 
Lawrence A. Lindberg, super- 
i n t e n d e n t of the Sausalito 
School, District, appeared, 'undis­ 
mayed at the prospect of losing 
some students to a competitive 
school. “ If it really does a good 
job of educating 'the youngsters 
who attend, I think it would be 
a good thing, ” he said. 
Two formidable hurdles — a 
location for the school and mon­ 
ey to run it must still be sur­ 
mounted — according to Mrs. 
McLemore, who said, she felt 
the problems can be worked 
out. Last week the g r ou p 
learned it may be unable to use 
Manzanita Center because the 
building does not conform to 
the strict fire regulations re­ 
quired for a school. 
Now the parents plan to seek 
permission to use Manzanita 
School for the classes, since the 
Sausalito district board has vot­ 
ed to close the Marin City facil­ 
ity next year and send all its 
students to Bayside and Martin 
Luther King schools. 
Lindberg said he believes 
Manzanita School and the land 
on. which it is located may rev­ 
ert to the Marin County Rede­ 
velopment Agency if the facility 
is no longer used, for education­ 
al purposes by the district, and 
Wallace K. Shepherd, executive 
director of the redevelopment 
agency, has promised to “ do 
everything in my power” to ob­ 
tain the school for use by the 
parents in the fall. 
Mrs. 
McLemore 
said her 


group hopes- to secure either 
gove.ra.ment or private grants 
to pay operating costs, includ­ 
ing teacher salaries, and indi­ 
cated several public agencies 
and private foundations have 
shown an i n t e r e s t in the 
project. 
If the n e e d e d funds and 
quarters can 'be found, 'the al­ 
ternative school would probably 
begin with grades kindergarten 
through eight, 'with 10 to fi0( 
students. 
She noted that in the Sausali­ 
to district black children are 
consistently at the bottom of 
reading ability lists and “ it’s 
been that way for 20 years.” A 
survey taken, last year showed, 
that one-fourth of King students 
needed individual help in read­ 
ing, she said, and that 95 per 
cent, of those having difficulties 
were from Marin City. 


Mrs. .Mc.Lem.ore, whose eldest 
daughter 
attends 
Sausalito 
schools, said the alternative ed­ 
ucational facility would be an 
incorporated community day 
school, patterned after the Nai­ 
robi Day School in Palo Alto. 
Initial plans call for a begin­ 
ning staff of four credentialed 
teachers who will be assisted 
by parent volunteers and stu­ 
dent teaching aides from San 
Francisco State College. 
Basic classes — math, read­ 
ing, science and social studies 
will be emphasized — she said, 
and the school will adhere to 
the general state curriculum re-

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U.S.-State Welfare Issue Solved 


SACRAMENTO (UPD -T h e 
Stale of California and the fed­ 
eral government, after months 
of haggling, finally are in "con­ 
formity" on welfare regula­ 
tions — at least for another 
three months. 


The Nixon administration in­ 
formed Gov. Ronald Reagan 
Monday the state will qualify 
for another $210 million in fed­ 
eral welfare aid beginning July 


R e a g a n said he was "ex­ 
tremely gratified." 
The Reagan and the Nixon 
administrations 
have 
been 
fighting in the courts and be­ 
hind the scenes for nearly a 
year over the issue of welfare 
conformity. 
The 
conflict 
stemmed from Nixon adminis­ 


tration demands that the state 
obey the federal law and grant 
cost-oMiving payment Increas­ 
es to welfare families. 
On June 1, the state did in­ 
crease maximum payments by 
21.4 per cent to recipients on 
the Aid to Families with De­ 
pendent Children (AFDO pro­ 
gram. 
An estimated 276,000 
families received some pay­ 
ment increase. 
"I was extremely gratified," 
Reagan said in a prepared 
statement, "to learn today that 
the (U.S.) D e p a r t m e n t of 
Health, Education and Welfare 
has determined that our state­ 
wide welfare plan is now back 
into their interpretation of ’con­ 
formity' and that the federal 
quarterly 
allocation 
will 
be 
made to us on July 1." 


The state will have to remain 
on conformity to qualify for an­ 
other allocation of federal mon­ 
ey when the next Fiscal quarter 
begins Oct. 1. 
The federal government allo­ 
cates the state about $640 mil­ 
lion annually in welfare funds. 
The state Supreme Court last 
week ordered the Reagan ad­ 


ministration not to implement 
one new regulation the Nixon 
administration 
already 
had 
warned probably was out of 
conformity with federal law. It 
would 
have removed 27,500 
AFDC families from welfare 
rolls by reducing a work-incen­ 
tive financial provision for re­ 
cipients. 


VA Plons To Open 27 
Drug Treatment Centers 


WASHINGTON (UPD -T h e 
Veterans 
Administration 
an­ 
nounced today plans to open 27 
new drug treatment centers by 
the first of October to help car­ 
ry out President Nixon’s cam­ 
paign against addiction among 
GIs. 
'The VA said this will bring to 
32 the specialized treatment 


centers which "will provide ca­ 
pacity for the annual care of an 
estimated 6,000 veteran addicts 
in addition to veterans already 
receiving drug treatment In a 
regular VA hospital setting." 
VA Administrator Donald E. 
Johnson said in a news release 
that 14 additional centers will 
be opened by the end of July, 


with the other 13 to be in opera­ 
tion by about Oct. 1. 
Johnson said the action was 
pursuant to the President’s call 
on June 17 for “the immediate 
development and emplacement 
of VA drug rehabilitation cen­ 
ters which will permit 'both in­ 
patient and out-patient care of 
addicts in a community set­ 
ting." 
Reps. Robert H. S t e e l e , 
R-Conn., and Morgan F. Mur­ 
phy, D-Ill., reported after a re­ 
cent trip abroad to study the 
drug problem that 10 to 15 per 


cent of American servicemen in 
Vietnam were addicted to hero­ 
in,

Concluding Optimism 


WASHINGTON (UPD -T h e 
Senate Banking Committee end­ 
ed hearings today on Lock­ 
heed’s financial plight with its 
chairman predicting a govern- 
. ment* loan guarantee would be 
approved to save the aircraft 
firm, from bankruptcy. 
The prediction of Sen. John 
Sparkman, D*Ala.( a supporter 
of the Lockheed proposal from 
the start, was echoed by an 
uncommitted 
member, 
Sen. 
Robert W. Packwood, R-Ore. 
Both said the measure that 
emerges from the committee 
may create general authority 
for the government to save 
Lockheed and other troubled 
firms from collapse through 
government-guaranteed loans. 
Such 1 o a n s would be paid, 
back by the government if the 
firms receiving them subse­ 
quently go bankrupt.

Welfare, Parks Get Budget Cuts 


Mario 
County 
supervisors 
pared 6.2 cents from the prop­ 
erty tax rate yeiterday, largely 
by slashing the welfare emer- 
gency reserve and by trimming 
capital outlay for future parks. 
(Another 
supervisors 
story 
page 1) 
The board efforts brought the 
tentative tax rate for the 1971-72 
budget to $3,037 per $100 as- 
sessed 
valuation, 
compared 
with the rate of $3.23 predicted 
before budget hearings began. 
This year's rate is $2,575. 
The board unanimously wel­ 
comed a d v i c e from Asst. 
County Administrator Thomas 
F. Cam pane Ua to put aside only 
$450,000 in welfare reserves in­ 
stead of the $814,350 recom­ 
mended earlier. 
Campanula's reasoning for 
the trim was complicated. He 
made several predictions on 
welfare revisions by Gov. Ron­ 
ald Reagan and the legislature 
— involving Reagan’s proposal 
of a 3 0 - d a y delay in aid to 
families with dependent chil­ 
dren, refusal of welfare checks 
to unemployment insurance re­ 
cipients and other programs. 
Even if all the changes occur 
and throw maximum burden on 
Marin taxpayers, Campanella 
predicted, the total might reach 
$1.3 million. He recommended 
the county reserve one third of 
this sum as a hedge. County 
Administrator 
Alan 
Bruce 
pointed out that budgeted but 
unspent capital outlays might 
be tapped if even more cash 
unexpectedly were needed. 
Earlier, the supervisors shuf­ 
fled priorities and dollars in the 
parks and recreation capital 
outlay program to trim the to­ 
tal by $25,000 to the sum of 
$550,000 — but they gave a big 
push to the fledgling hiking and 
bicycle trails program, by in­ 
creasing it to $75,000. 
Bruce’s office had recom­ 
mended only a total of $25,000 
for the year, although the parks» 
and recreation commission had- 
asked for $50,000. 
Bruce 
had 
recommended, 


$100,000 each for new water­ 
front parks in North Marin and 
Corte Madera at unspecified 
sites. The board, instead, voted. 
4-1 to give the two sites a total 
of only $125,000 and give $50,000 
of the sum trimmed to trails. 
Supervisor John F. Me Innis 
voted against the idea, declar­ 
ing he felt it was too much 
money for trails although he 
favored the parksite cuts. 
The board — by a 3-2 vote 
also granted Parks and Recrea­ 
tion Director Pierre W. Joske a 
new assistant director of parks 
at $1,111 a month, a new park 
superintendent at $960 and a 
park leadnian, as well as one of 
two new park maintenance men 
he requested. 
After approving $3,500 
to 
dredge an estimated 800 yards 
of silt from the mouth of Boli­ 
nas Lagoon, the board delayed 
allocation of $9,378 for comple­ 
tion of the lagoon master plan, 
pending determination of how 
the dredging will affect stagna­ 
tion problems in the lagoon. 
Turning to Joske’s budget for 
maintaining 
the 
grounds 
around county buildings, the 
board refused to increase last 
year’s $100,456 bill for care of 
the Civic Center grounds by 
$10,000. 
Joske 
argued 
“ We 
won’t be able to even maintain 
the same level of service’’ this 
year due to inflation and the 
need for repairs to the terraced 
parking area, plus replacement 
of ailing plants inside the Civic 
Center. 
Joske got only $50,000 of the 
$59,069 he asked for fairgrounds 
maintenance and only $35,000 
instead of $45,000' asked for the 
juvenile 
hall 
gardens. 
The 
board instructed Joske to work 
with Probation Officer John W. 
Brewer in using juvenile hall 
' inmates as gardeners. After de 
ciding on the trims, the super­ 
visors then ordered Joske to 
snip a total of $5,000 more from 
the maintance budget to pay for 
needed flood channel dredging 
in Rafale Meadows. 
Joske was granted another 


gardener and a groundsman to 
care for the increased load in 
the fairgrounds area, effective 
Oct, J . 
Truning to county-supported 
special recreation programs, 
the supervisors heeded San Ra­ 
fael City Councilman Fred Jen­ 
sen's plea for more help for the 
city's $30,(XJO-a-year senior citi­ 
zens program. One third of the 
program's 616 registered par­ 


ticipants live outside the city, 
Jensen said, but the county had 
proposed only $4,000 plus rent 
free use of the courthouse an­ 
nex for the program, The su­ 
pervisors raised the county 
contribution to «10,000. 
The Marin C o u n t y Youth 
Commission, which asked $10,- 
060 "seed money" for starting 
new grant-supported projects, 
was given $4:,006.

Medina’s defense asking 
that charges against Medina be 
dropped on grounds improper 
command influence was exert­ 
ed in his case. 
Medina is charged with mur­ 
dering 102 South Vietnamese at 
My Lai, the same number as 
one of his junior officers, Lt. 
William L. Calley. Calley court- 
martialed and convicted of 22 of 
the killings, but has the verdict 
under appeal. 
Connor denied from the wit­ 
ness stand today that he was 
aware that legal officers for 


Third Army had sought to keep 
Medina from testifying in the 
Calley case. 
“I didn’t know he was going 
to testify, and didn’t know he 
did testify until some months 
later,” Connor declared. 
Connor was the seventh, wit­ 
ness called in a pretrial hearing 
by Medina’s famous civilian at­ 
torney, F. Lee Bailey. 
The sixth witness was Col. 
Wilson Freeman, top legal offi­ 
cer of the Third Army, and the 
man who advised.

Petaluma To Go 
Ahead On Bonds 


The long-stalled Davis-Magee 
case is set to get under way 
again at 9:15 a.m. next Monday 
at the Hall of Justice where a 
visiting judge will resume hear­ 
ings on pretrial motions. 
A federal judge’s most recent 
order was apparently what the 
judge in the case was waiting 
for and yesterday he approved 
resuming proceedings. 
The most recent delay was 
again due to San Quentin in­ 
mate Rucheil Magee’s repeated, 
petitions to federal, court, ask­ 
ing the case be transferred 
there. Magee has insisted from 
the outset that his civil rights 
are being violated in state 
court. 
On Friday, Judge Samuel 
Conti of U.S. District Court in 
San Francisco issued a second 
remand order, apparently one 
Judge R i c h a r d E. Arnason 
thought necessary- to clarify the 
situation. Arnason had request­ 
ed such an order. 
Earlier last week Judge Ar­ 
nason, a Contra Costa County 
jurist who is sitting in Marin 
Superior Court, had refused to 
release Magee’s codefendant, 
Angela Davis, on bail, saying 
she was not legally eligible. 
Through her attorneys she also 
turned down a chance to have 
her case split from Magee’s. 
The case had then gone off 
calendar awaiting the federal 
order. 
Magee and Miss Davis are 
charged with murder, 'kidnap­ 
ping and conspiracy in connec­ 
tion with the shoot-out last AuJ 
gust in which Judge Harold J. 
Haley and three other persons 
were killed.

Pay Hikes Granted 
Ross 'Valley Sanitary District, 
board last 'night granted a 5 per 
cent pay hike for the district’s 
11 employees. According to 
Manager Ralph C. Noah, the 
increase will amount to $5,500 
in the budget which has not 
been proposed yet. 
The district’s first budget ses­ 
sion is set for 8 p.m. July 6. 


The Petaluma City Council 
decided last night to do on its 
own what the voters refused to 
do June 8: sell $2 million in 
bonds to finance enlargement of 
the sewage plant. 
Although a bond issue failed 
to get the necessary two-thirds 
majority, more than half the 
voters supported the bond issue 
with 2,416 in favor and 2,122 
against. 
The council directed City 
Atty. Edouard E. Robert to pre­ 
pare an ordinance for issuance 
of revenue bonds, which do not 
require voter approval. The 
council was advised by City 
Mgr. Robert H. Meyer to move 
swiftly since the city would be 
eligible for state and federal 
grants to finance 80 per cent of 
the construction if the mandat­ 
ed scheduled were followed and 
funding assured by July 31. 
The council approved the 
measure by a 5-2 vote with 
eounriliB.ee John W. Cavanagh 
Jr. and Robert E. Daly dissent­ 
ing, calling the action prema­ 
ture.Meyer said the total cost of 
the project has been estimated 
at $4,332,000. Cost of land pur- 


. chase and engineering would be 
relegated to the city, but state 
and federal sources would pro­ 
vide 80 per cent of the construc­ 
tion cost e s t i m a t e d at 
$3,690,000. 
City E n g i n e e r David A. 
Young said that under the new 
grant formula, the actual city 
cost would probably be $1 mil­ 
lion, but that it must also have 
funds set aside for the 55 per 
cent to be paid by the federal 
government since federal funds 
are rarely received before the 
project is completed and money 
must be on hand to pay the 
contractor during construction. 
The council heard members 
of the audience protest the plan 
including John Balshaw who 
said the city has no assurance 
that the subregional plan even­ 
tually to pipe sewage to the bay 
will be approved by the state 
and federal government. 
Melvin P. Hein and Ernest 
Curtis said they thought the 
planned treatment plant still 
would not provide thorough 
enough waste treatment to 
please the state and forecast 
another large expenditure for 
sewage in six years.

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Department Heads 
Need Some Leeway 


Last m o n t h , the Marin 
County Personnel Commission 
conducted an informal investi­ 
gation of a squabble within the 
public works department and 
handed down a recommenda­ 
tion that challenged the author­ 
ity of the department head to 
run his own department. 
Here 
is 
the 
background: 
About 15 members of the road 
crew had been reassigned to 
different 
corporation 
yards 
suddenly and without prior con-, 
sultation. For some, this meant 
30 or 40 miles more of commut­ 
ing each day. 
The disgruntled crew protest­ 
ed to the county supervisors, 
who t u r n e d it over to the 
county personnel commission. 


SINCE NO FORMAL griev­ 
ance had been filed, the person­ 
nel 
commission 
talked 
to 
whatever witnesses it deemed 
necessary and came out with a 
recommendation which in ef­ 
fect told the public works di­ 
rector to put his men back in 
their former corporation yards. 
Legally, 
this recommenda­ 
tion was not an order and could 
have been ignored by the de­ 
partment head. But to avoid a 
long drawn out argument and 
bitterness, Public Works Di- 
r e c t o r Donald R. Frost fol­ 
lowed 
the 
recommendations 
and re-assigned the men to the 
satisfaction of most. 


THUS, THE ROAD crew con­ 
troversy was settled amicably.. 
But if the procedure used in 
this case should set any prece­ 
dent, the authority of all de-

partment heads would be in 
jeopardy. 
The employees would go over 
the head of the department di­ 
rector, appeal to the supervi­ 
sors and the p e r s o n n e l 
commission, 
which 
in 
turn 
would twist the arm of the de­ 
partment director and tell him: 
“ We don’t like the way you 
are assigning men in your de­ 
partment. We want you to bow 
to the demands of your men.” 
THIS 
WOULD 
encourage 
open defiance by employees 
and put the department head in 
the untenable position of having 
to account for the performance 
of his men without the power to 
see that they performed to his 
lik in g . 
The public works department 
probably erred in the first 
place by not consulting the men 
before ordering a mass reshuf­ 
fle. Road crew members may 
have been perfectly justified in 
protesting, but filing of a for­ 
mal grievance would have been 
a better approach. 
WE HOPE THAT this type of 
informal arm-twisting will not 
become regular operating pro­ 
cedure. If it did, department 
heads would find themselves 
stripped of authority, facing de­ 
fiant employees thumbing their 
noses at department directives, 
and yet fully responsible for the 
overall performance of the mu­ 
tinous crew. 
This incident in itself was not 
the reason for Don Frost’s res­ 
ignation, but a series of such 
incidents could undermine the 
effective functioning of any de­ 
partment. 


Partisan Tug Of W ar 
Over Big State Budget 


SACRAMENTO — It’s a good thing 
they can’t print money in Sacramento. It 
would 'be as funny as that stuff they print 
back in Washington. 


The legislature knows there will be 
about $6.5 billion in state revenues for the 
fiscal year 1:971-72. The congenital spend­ 
ers insist on spending even more. 


The Assembly has sent to the State 
Senate its budget bill which totals $7.01 
billion. That’s about .$500 million more 
than anticipated income and $275 million 
more than Governor Reagan’s proposed 
$6.7 billion tally. 


The State S e n a t e , being the upper 
house, deals in bigger figures. It is toying 
around with a $7.5 billion budget —- a 
mere $1 billion more than income. Funds 
to make up the difference can come from 
only one place: the taxpayer’s pocket. 


THE TAXPAYER HAS one last op­ 
portunity for a reprieve. 


The State Constitution provides the 
governor with the line item veto. 'The 
“ blue pencil.’’ Just as a housewife cross­ 
es out items on her “want list” when she 
finds she’s out of money, so the governor 
can delete certain appropriations from, 
the budget. 
No one has ever used the blue pencil so 
deftly as Friend W. Richardson. A small­ 
town newspaper editor, Richardson was 
governor from 1923 to 1927. He was an 
economy-minded governor and before 
that (1915-22) an economy-minded state 
treasurer. 
TIM ES ARE NOT1 as easy now and 
problems not as simple. For one thing, 
back then the federal government wasn’t

paying the state piper to blow his brains 
out. But, all things considered, there 
never was a taxpayer’s friend like old 
Friend. 
Governor Reagan has line-item-vetoed 
a total of $182.8 million from the past 
four state budgets: He cut $43.5 million in 
1967-68; $16.6 million, 68-69; and $122.7 
million for 1969-70. He deleted nothing 
from the final 1970-71 budget in 1970; it 
was only $40 million over what he had 
requested and he went along, making up 
the overage through economies in various 
areas. 


THIS YEAR the governor has said 
that 'the bigger the budget when it reach­ 
es his desk, the bigger the cuts he will 
make; no new taxes. 
Republicans helped get the $7.01 billion 
budget out of the Assembly and on its 
way to the Senate. This was no victory 
for the Democratic majority. It was part 
of the administration’s basic budget 
strategy. 
The legislative house which is the first 
to pass its budget bill (as the Assembly 
was» establishes its document as the 
“ master” 
budget 
bill. 
This 
means, 
among other things, that the Assembly 
will 'be the first house to get a crack at 
overriding the governor’s vetoes. If at­ 
tempts to override vetoes fail there, the 
ball game is over. 
APPARENTLY THE administration 
'believes it will be more difficult for 
Democrats to get a two-thirds majority to 
override vetoes in the Assembly than in 
the Senate. It would require at least II 
Republicans to go along in the Assembly, 
only six in the Senate. 
With this strategy unfolding, it be­ 
comes obvious that the governor is fully 
prepared to use the line item veto to' the 
hilt this year. 
Not all the items in the budget can be 
line-item-vetoed. 
The 
legislature 
can 
wrap various appropriations with “con­ 
trol. language'” and virtually tie the gov­ 
ernor’s hands. 
FOR 
EXAM PLE, 
the governor's 
original budget included an item of $979,- 
000 to operate the California Community 
Colleges Board of Governors. The Assem­ 
bly budget augmented that amount; add­ 
ed $6.7 million for an E x t e n d e d 
Opportunity Program (EOP) for disad­ 
vantaged students. It also added control 
language which says, in effect, that un­ 
less the entire $6.7 million is allocated to 
EOP, t h e r e will be no funds for the 
college board. 
If the legislature ties things down with 
control language so tightly that the line- 
item-veto is virtually useless, the gover­ 
nor can always veto the entire budget. 
With the June 30 budget deadline only 
eight days away, this could throw the 
state into a fiscal turmoil. Which is some­ 
thing the Democrats realize and which 
may be one reason they took so long to 
get the budget moving. 
What’s a little turmoil when there’s an 
opportunity for partisan fun and games?

WASHINGTON — No matter how the 
votes go on setting a date for the with­ 
drawal of American forces from Viet­ 
nam, the Nixon Administration will carry 
the burden of the war into the campaign 
next year. WMle it may not be an issue, 
the whole tragic mess will be uppermost 
in the minds of the voters who no longer 
in large majority believe anything they 
are told about Vietnam. 
The disclosures in the New York Times 
document the extraordinary deception 
practiced by Lyndon Johnson and the 
men around him in plotting the bombing 
of the north and the escalation of the 
ground war. This was what the Nixon 
Administration inherited. 
BUT THE SHOCKING disclosures 
will serve to increase public doubt as to 
whether anyone in authority is telling the 
truth. Before the puhlica.ti.on of the secret 
report this had become an acute chal­ 
lenge to the administration. A Gallup poll 
of a month ago disclosed a giant-size 
credibility gap. 
At a. comparable time in the Johnson * 
presidency 65 per cent said the admirns- 
tration was not telling the people all they 
should know about the war — and how 
right they were. 'This compares with. 67* 
per cent who hold the same opinion about 
the Nixon Admimstration today. Only one 
in five Americans, the same poll showed, 
believes the two conditions recently laid 
down by President Nixon for the withdra­ 
wal of all forces — that South Vietnam be 
able to take over its own defense and that 
all American prisoners be returned — 
have any chance of being met before 'the 
end of 1972. 
IT IS ALL very well for administra­ 
tion spokesmen to shrug off the disclo- 
s u r e s , 
saying 
that 
they 
reveal 
concealment and. deception, in. 'the two 
years before they came to office. When 
he toured Southeast Asia prior to his 
candidacy Mr. Nixon was lavish with his 
rhetoric on the need for .Americans to 
defend the free world against communist 
aggression and subversion. Since he be­ 
came president he has kept up a cozy 
relationship with his predecessor, with 
rarely a word of criticism of past policies 
and conduct. Small wonder, then, that on 
Vietnam at least they seem to be Tweed­ 
ledum and Tweedledee. 
What is almost laughable are the cries 
of shock and horror coming from the 
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Republicans that anyone .should exploit 
the war for political purposes 
In the 
presidential campaign of 1952 the Repub­ 
licans, from General, Eisenhower on 
down ’attacked the Truman Administra­ 
tion over the Korean War. This included 
many who had originally supported Pres­ 
ident Truman’s action responding to the 
call of the United Nations Security Coun­ 
cil for the defense of South Korea and 
sending American troops as the first 
contingent in a long and bloody war. 
REPEATEDLY IN the closing days 
of the campaign Eisenhower drummed 
on the t h e m e of Korea and how the 
United States had bungled its way into a 
land war in Asia, At Batavia, N. Y., in 
late October, he said: 
“Did we have to get into that mess? In 
any event, there is the record. After two 
years we still have these great casualties 
in defending a distant comer of the land, 
When we know that these people them­ 
selves, out of their national pride, want 
to defend their own country. When thei. 
own ambassador to our country says,, 
■Give us the guns and save your sons.’ 
When we have had all the time since 1945 
to do it, this is not a very good record.” 
THIS CONVENIENTLY ignored the 
fact that Eisenhower had been chief of 
staff of the army when the American 
force garrisoning Korea was cut back, a 
signal the Communists took to mean a 
dwindling interest in that part of the 
world. Others on the stump took a mre 
violent line. The Truman Admimstration 
was following a “no win” policy. The 
climax came when Eisenhower promised 
to go to Korea, if he were elected, to find 
out how to end the war. At that time 
more than 19,000 Americans had been 
killed, 12,000 were missing and 89,000 
wounded. 
By seeking an injunction to prevent the 
Times from further publication of the 
Vietnam record compiled in the Penta­ 
gon, Attorney General John. N. Mitchell 
has escalated the whole affair. How 
much simpler it would have been, once it 
was known the newspaper had the docu­ 
ments, to declassify them and make 
them available to all. TMs should have 
been possible by presidential order, de­ 
spite the complicated bureaucratic proc­ 
ess normally r e q u i r e d . Now it has 
become an issue with the First Amend­ 
ment and freedom of the press invoked. 


Border Dispute Splits 
Venezuela, Colombia

zuela and Colombia are seeking a solu­ 
tion to one of two border d i s p u t e s 
poisoning their relations.

AT ISSUE IN the Rome conference is 
ownership of 7,700 square miles of sea 
bottom at the gateway to oil-rich Lake 
Maracaibo. 
Three quarters of Venezuelan oil pro­ 
duction is concentrated in Lake Maracai­ 
bo, and it is suspected its oil deposits 
may extend into the Gulf of Venezuela

Venezuela expressed reservations over 
a Colombian proposal calling for a cut­ 
back In Latin American arm s pu,rebases,, 
citing as a reason Colombian negotiations 
to buy 18 French Mirage jets.

- City f o r c e s moved under­ 
ground and sent agents to live 
in Ignacio and demand annexa­ 
tion. 
This plot failed when three 
agents liked it there so much 
they joined up with Galli and' 
the anti-annexation group. 
ACCORDING TO the top se­ 
cret files, these men are now 
officially listed as traitors and 
will 
be exiled to Petaluma 
when Novato takes over. 
Every once in a while, a No­ 
vato street s w e e p e r would 
sweep in Ignacio to show resi­ 
dents what they were missing, 


but this backfired when Novato 
residents protested that their 
streets were getting dirty. 
Counter-annexation 
forces 
from Novato slipped into Igna­ 
cio at night, meeting in disguise 
at Gaili’s Restaurant, and dis­ 
tributed city tax bills. 
Novato instituted an unwrit­ 
ten policy against hiring any­ 
one who lived in Ignacio, and 
one zealot wanted to make a 
visit to Ignacio grounds for dis­ 
missal. 
WHEN ASKED about Nova­ 
to’s intentions toward its small 
neighbor to the south, a council­ 
man said “We will not send our 
police, 
street 
sweepers 
and 
planners into Ignacio unless the 
regime there needs our help.” 
At the same time, city plan­ 
ners were having secret meet­ 
ings at noon at the c o u n t y 
library to draw up a master 
plan for Ignacio, designating 
Gaili’s restaurant as a parking 
lot.

This failed when most resi­ 
dents figured that “Ignacio 
lives” was the name of a rock 
band. 
With the community now sur­ 
rounded, Galli has dug in at his 
restaurant, painting “Ignacio” 
signs and drawing up a petition 
to have Hamilton Field named 
the “Ignacio International Air­ 
port.” 
Novato, at last reports, was 
planning to divert. Novato Creek: 
to inundate Gaili’s restaurant.

Papers Marked 'Top Secret' 
Make Your Palms Perspire 


WASHINGTON — In dealing 
with the question of whether the 
New York Times was correct in 
printing excerpts from, the top 
secret Pentagon report as to 
how we got involved, in Viet­ 
nam., one .must understand the 
entire, question of classifying 
government documents. 
To begin with, all branches of 
the government classify docu­ 
ments. The more classified doc­ 
uments a department has in its 
files, the more important it con­ 
siders the work it is dqjng. 


THE LOWEST government 
classification for a classified 
document is LOU which stands 
for Limited Official Use. This 
classification could be stamped 
on a document to announce a 
softball game, an office party, 
the vacation schedule of depart­ 
ment heads or what one must 
do in case of a nuclear bombing 
attack. (Alter the attack, report 
to your nearest post office and 
wait, for1 instructions..) Almost 
anyone in the government fami­ 
ly has a c c e s s to LOUs, and 
you’ll usually find mail-room 
boys reading them on elevators 
between deliveries of interoffice 
mail. 
The next designation is CON­ 
FIDENTIAL which is really be­ 
tween LOU and S E C R E T . 
CONFIDENTIAL 
could 
have 
some security information in it, 
(for example, not only would it 
gjve the time of the softball 
game, but who was pitching for 
the other side). Fewer people 
are allowed to see a CONFI­ 
DENTIAL memo than, a LOU. 
(In the case of a. nuclear tomb­ 
ing attack, a CONFIDENTIAL 
memo might tell you what, to do 
,if the post office wasn’t there.) 
AFTER 
CONFIDENTIAL 
comes SECRET, A SECRET 
document is so categorized on a 
N to K basis (Need to Know). 
Qiily those people who are actu­ 
ally involved in the project arc 
supposed to have access to SE­ 
CRET documents. They have 
an urgency to them that de­ 
mands: “ Deal with this before 
coffee break.” 
The next classification is TOP 
SECRET. It’s hard for someone 
in the government to tell the 
difference 
between 
SECRET 
and TOP SECRET, other than 
when read ing a ID P SEC. R E T 
message 
your 
palms 
sweat 
more 
The 
final 
classification 
is 
UM DIS, standing for Limited 
Distribution. A LIM DIS is TOP 
SECRET with hair on it. The 
highest 
classification 
known 
publicly is LIM DIS FEO (For 
Eyes Only). If you get one of 
those, it means you were in 
some way responsible for the 


nuclear attack. (See paragraph 
3 for this article.) 
NOW 
THE 
IMPORTANT 
thing to understand is why peo­ 
ple in the government classify 
their documents. Here Is a sci­ 
entific breakdown of reasons 
and percentages. 'The reasons a 
paper is classified are: 
1—To make the person who 
wrote the document look impor­ 
tant — 10 per cent. 
2—To make the person read­ 
ing the document think he is 
more important than he really 
is — 10 per cent. 
3—To keep secretaries and 
file clerks busy during slack 
periods — 15 per cent. 
4—To be on record in case 
someone ever calls you on a 
mistake someone else in the 
department made — 10 per 
cent. 
5 — TO MAKE SURE the 
press will take it seriously 
urhen the document is leaked to 
them — 1.5 per cent. 
6—To impress the public with 
your frankness when you de­ 
classify it — 10 per cent. 
7—To protect the person (or 
persons) who were responsible 
for making the mistake(s) — 25 
per cent. 
8—National security — 5 per 
cent. 
What one must always keep 
in mind when d e a l i n g with 
something as dicey as the Mc­ 
Namara Pentagon report is 
that it may taste like national 
■security to some people, but 
others say it’s spinach and the 
hell with. it.

.shootout in San Rafael, Calif., 
last August, said appeals were 
planned to counter 'the latest 
bad refusal last week. 
“The very conditions in which 
she is held are inimical to 
obtaining a fair trial,” Moore 
said at a news conference. “ She 
is virtually in solitary confine­ 
ment.” 
The former University 
of 
California philosophy instructor 
is charged with murder and 
kidnaping because she allegedly 
supplied the weapons used in 
the courtroom escape attempt, 
although she was not present 
during the shooting. 
Moore, arguing that there 
was no compelling evidence of 
Miss Davis’ guilt on the capital 
charges, said there was “sim­ 
ply no precedent for denying 
her bail” A California proba­ 
tion report issued prior to her 
bail hearing last week before 
Superior Court Justice Richard 
Am a son said she should be 
released on $100,000 bond if 
permitted by law. 
Miss Davis’ mother, Mrs. 
Sallye Davis of Birmingham, 
Ala., who is touring a number 
of cities to arouse support for 
the 
bail 
drive 
said, 
“ My 
daughter is innocent. I know 
she’s innocent. She’s 'the1 most 
nonviolent person anyone has 
ever known.” She is being 
prosecuted, Mrs. Davis said, 
“simply because1 she spoke up 
for her convictions.” 
Moore, who is from Atlanta, 
said 
“ there’s 
nothing 
but 
guesswork” .in the prosecution’s 
case against Miss Davis. “ If 
you don’t like Angela because 
she’s black and a Communist, 
then you’ve got a 
lot 
of 
guesses," he said. 
The appeal for bail is now 
being prepared for presentation 
to the District Court of Appeals 
in California, Moore said. If 
there are further reversals in 
the state court system, the 
attorney said, the case will be 
brought to the Supreme Court 
in Washington. 
Moore and Mrs. Davis came 
to New York for an emergency 
bail rally Monday night.

Seasonal Hay Fever Isn t All

To Be Blamed On The Ragweed ¡ 


A DETROIT housewife writes: "During the 
first part of May, I usually get a nose cold 
with sneezing', congestión,, and wittering of the 
eyes. I’ve had this five years in a row and am 
'beginning to suspect an allergy. If so, what 
should I avoid?’1 
Trees and, grasses — a. tough assignment 
for a mid-westerner, Anyone who develops 
seasonal colds, such as every spring, 'usually 
is allergic to pollen. 
TREES POLLINATE from early April to 
early June. Grasses spew their 
pollen into the atmosphere from, 
the middle of May to the end of 
June. In your case, skin tests 
will be needed to determine the 
specific culprit, since there is 
some overlapping in the timing. 
I suspect tree pollens because 
the sniffling takes place early 
in May and is not long lived. 
The condition is called allerg­ 
ic rhinitis or seasonal hay fever 
even tho most of' us think of hay 
fever as being caused by rag­ 
weed in the fall. These disor­ 
ders are the same except that 
is caused by pollen from 
one 
grasses or trees and the other 
by ragweed, 
POLLEN IS DIFFICULT, if 
not impossible, to avoid. It is 
exceedingly light in weight and 
when airborne is carried long 
distances* Weather conditions 
also' influence its concentration 
in the air... Rain w a s h e s the 
grains from the air. Since most 
pollen, is released in the early 
morning hours, 
the allergic 
symptoms are usually worse 
during this time. Keeping the 
windows closed at night or the 
use of a window filter helps. 
Granules of pollen may also 
adhere to clothing, bedding or 
house pets. 
At one time, a person could 
escape to "hay fever havens”1 
but these areas are now few 
and far between. Our expand­ 
ing population means more 
grasses, trees, shrubbery and 
other pollen producers.

lief. The need, for this kind of 
therapy depends upon the se­ 
verity of the hay fever. Luckily, 
decongestants, 
antihistamines

Reducing 
Diets Are 
Challenged 


ATLANTIC CITY, N.J. (UP!) 
—The theory of weight gain and 
weight loss which most doctors 
and their fat patients take for 
gospel was challenged today by 
a medical scientist. 
The theory holds that when 
energy input in food and drink 
exceeds energy output, the body 
becomes, fat. When it is the 
other way around, the body 
becomes lean. 
That is “the cornerstone for 
the rationale” in the medical 
dieting approach to obesity and 
it 
is 
too 
much 
of 
an 
oversimplification to hold wa­ 
ter, Dr. George Edward Schauf, 
Riverbank, 
Calif., 
told 
a 
scientific session of the Ameri­ 
can Medical Association (AMA) 
convention. 
Me cited new techniques for 
measuring body composition. In 
three experiments, fat persons 
who went without food for up to 
17 days lost weight, but they 
remained obese 'because 59 to 
66 per cent lost was their lean 
tissues, not their fat. 
These and other experiments 
"indicate that scale weight is 
not 
truely representative 
of 
what the pounds lost or gained 
consist of and further indicates 
that the victim to lose weight 
must 'be qualified,” he said. 
An outline of the biochemis­ 
try as he interprets it follows: 
Fat is generated from food at 
the membranes of fat ceils, 
whereas lean cells convert fat 
into energy by oxidation, and so 
fat people with their 
greater 
number of fat cells have a 
greater capacity for storing fat 
than lean people. 


Reducing diets which merely 
restrict calorie intake embar­ 
rass lean ceils more than fat 
cel ls . I jean cells rely In crea­ 
singly on their own protein for 
energy. They are reduced in 
number which means fewer and 
fewer of them are burning fat 
as the restrictions on calories 
continue. 
In his 
view 
the 
medical 
treatment of obesity 
should 
seek to remake and maintain 
the masses of lean cells so they 
will burn off food as energy 
before it is converted into fat. 
To encourage this burning, he 
suggested severe restrictions, on 
carbohydrate intake which is 
tlso readily usable as energy.

ALEXANDER I. 
SOLZHENITSYN 
Nobel winner’s remarks 


Admits To 
Publishing 


Too Soon' 


STOCKHOLM 
(UPD—Nobel 
Prize-winning novelist .Alexan­ 
der I. Solzhenitsyn published 
his first work too soon after the 
death of Josef Stalin, an “un­ 
forgivable mistake” that eost 
him the confiscation of his ma­ 
jor novel. 
This was the assessment of 
Solzhenitsyn himself in a brief 
autobiography for the Swedish 
Nobel Foundation to be printed 
in the foundation’s yearbook 
. being published this week in 
Stockholm. 
The 
copyrighted 
text of the autobiography was 
made available to UPI by the 
foundation. 
Solzhenitsyn, 52, also said he 
believes his university degree 
in mathematics saved his life 
at least twice during his eight 
years in Stalin’s concentration 
camps. 
.After his brief success in 1962 
with “One Day in the Life of 
Ivan Denisovich” —the story of 
a camp inmate’s life, the liter­ 
ary thaw suddenly turned into 
another chill and Solzenitsyn 
came under criticism. 
“During those months I felt I 
had committed an unforgivable 
mistake in revealing my work 
prematurely and thereby pre­ 
venting me from completing 
it,” Solzhenitsyn wrote. 
The publication of “Ivan Den­ 
isovich” ultimately led to the 
official condemnation of his lit­ 
erary activities and the confis­ 
cation of his archives and the 
manuscript of his novel “The 
First Circle,” he said. 
Solzhenitsyn was awarded the 
1970 Nobel award for literature 
but he chose not to go to Swe­ 
den to collect the prize in De­ 
cember because he said he 
feared he would not be allowed 
to return home. 
In the autobiography .Solzhen­ 
itsyn told of his youth, and how 
he began studying mathematics 
at the University of Rostov.

THE HAWK FLIES OUT OF BASEBALL 
Harrelson Turns Attention To Golf 


BOSTON (UPI)—Ken Harrel­ 
son, the flamboyant and con­ 
troversial 
“Hawk” 
through 
most of his baseball life, ended 
the baseball phase of his career 
in a dressing room Monday 
night and immediately turned 
attention to golf. 
The 30-year-old Cleveland 
Indian first baseman had hoped 
to make his final major league 
appearance a t Fenway P ark 
Where he helped the Red Sox 
win the A m erican League 
pennant in 1967. 
B ut H arrelson’s hope of 
batting leadoff Monday night in 
his final plate appearance were 
denied by Cleveland manager 
Alvin Dark. 
And “The Hawk’s” hope of 
Appearing as a pinch hitter also 
was denied when the game was 


rained out in the third inning. 
“I quit,” Harrelson said when 
he was asked if his plans were 
changed. 
“That’s 
it,” 
the 
veteran infielder-outfielder said. 
“I 
start 
my golf 
practice 
tomorrow.” 
The Indians made Harrelson’s 
retirement official by immedi­ 
ately activating pitcher Steve 
Hargan 
to 
fill 
the 
roster 
vacancy and naming him as 
one of the starting pitchers in 
Tuesday’s night’s twi-night dou­ 
bleheader. 
Harrelson, meanwhile, headed 
for what he hopes will be a new 
career, in professional golf. 
‘The Hawk,” baseball’s two- 
time “bonus baby” when he 
earned his release from Charles 
Finley during a public dispute 
in 1967 got an early start on his 


golfing 
campaign 
when 
he 
played 18 holes on Monday. 
Ken, who will be tutored by 
pro Bob Toski, said he planned 
to “work, work, work” in trying 
to make the pro tour grade. 
Noting 
that 
players 
must 
first qualify before playing on 
the tour, Harrelson said he had 
four sponsors whom he declined 
to identify but indicated they 
were backing him to' the extent 
of $40,000 a year. 
Harrelson, 'who has 'won the 
baseball players’ tournament 
three times and tied for the top 
on another occasion, said he 
had four birdies and a “lot of 
bogies” in his workout Monday 
but expressed the confidence 
that he can shoot 70 on a 
regular basis with practice.

WIMBLEDON, 
England 
(UPI)—Romania's Hie Nastase, 
the No. 7 seed, saved the seed­ 
ing committee some, embar­ 
rassment today by defeating 
Ray Keldie of Australia, 1-6, 6- 
1, 6-3, 4-6, 10-8 in a first round 
all-England tennis match car­ 
ried over from Monday. 


The committee, facing fierce 
criticism for seeding only eight 
players in the 1971 champion­ 
ships, was disappointed when 
Tom Gorman of Seattle. Wash., 
upset eighth-seeded Cliff Drys- 
dale of South Africa in an open­ 
ing round match. 


Nastase restored some faith 
when he won three of the four 
games played in his match with 
Keldie that was halted in the 
fifth set with the score tied at 7- 
7. 


After a brief warmup period, 
during which Keldie was the 
subject of much amused com­ 
ment with his red beard and 
long hair tied in a pony tail. and. 
held together with a sweatband, 
the match resumed with Nas­ 
tase serving. He held service 
for the loss of two points. Kel­ 
die followed suit, then the tem­ 
peramental 
Romanian, 
who 
leads the 
ILTF-Pepsi grand 
prix c i r c u i t with 8 points, 
produced a love game. 
In the 18th game. Keldie won 
the first point, then Nastase 
beat him with a brilliant serv­ 
ice return. A top spun forehand 
line pass put him ahead and he 
won the match when the Aus­ 
tralian doublefauited. 
Defending champion and top 
seed Margaret Court of Austral­ 
ia, needed just 27 minutes to 
beat compatriot Lorraine Ro­ 
binson 6-0, 6-0. 
Mrs. Court, s e e k i n g her 
fourth title, dropped, only 13 
p o i n t s in the match, four of 
them, coining on double faults. 
Fourth-seeded Rosemary Ca­ 
sals of San Francisco easily 
disposed of Rosa Daemon oi 
France, 6-0, 6-0. 
Nancy Richey Gunter of San 
Angelo, Tex., the sixth seed, 
easily handled Lita Liem of 
Indonesia, 6-2, 6-1, and Kerry 
Melville beat Helen Gourtay, 
63, 6-2, in an all-Australian 
duel. 
Evonne Goolagong, the third 
seed from Australia, 
routed 
Gail H a p. s e n, of Palo Alto, 
Calif., 6-0, 6-2, and Janet New­ 
berry of La Jolla, Calif., beat 
Gail Coles of Britain, 6-2, 8-6. 
Fred Stolle of Australia, three 
times a runner-up at Wimble­ 
don, advanced 
to the third 
rountfV beating Thomas Koch 
of B r a z i l , 6-3, 6-4, 6-4. In- 
first-round matches, Allen Fox 
of Los Angeles beat Sid Ball of 
Australia, 9-7, 1-6, 6-1, 7-5. 


Bob Lutz of Los Angeles won 
a marathon from Frank Froehl- 
ing of Miami, Fla., 8-6, 8-9, 4-6, 
6-2, 12-10, to gain the second 
round. 
Although the 
sudden 
death tiebreaker is being used 
at Wimbledon for the first time, 
it is not being employed in the 
final set should a match go the 
full five sets.

Gaylord Perry presently is experiencing the 
umpteenth frustrating period of his major league 
pitching career. He is handling it in the same 
manner he conquered countless previous frustra­ 
tions, calmly and analytically.___________ _ _ _ 
‘ 
“ 
pitcher might panic 
Another 
if faced with the same prob­ 
lems Perry is trying to solve. 
But Perry has been conditioned 
by one experience after another 
with baffling reverses. So he 
isn’t running around in panicky 
circles that lead nowhere. 
HE IS RUNNING, to be sure, 
but not away from his present 
perplexing problem. Perry has 
doubled 
his 
running 
assign­ 
ments. He has been running 
and running in the outfield. All 
pitchers do considerable run­ 
ning in the outfield to keep their 
legs in shape. But there never 
has been a major league pitch­ 
er who has run more than Per­ 
ry. Probably it helps him to 
think objectively in analyzing 
what he has been doing wrong 
on the mound. 
There is no question that Per­ 
ry has been doing something 
differently. But what? A 23- 
game winner, such as Perry 
was last season, doesn’t sud­ 
denly lose three-in-a-row and 
then lose his control in, his next 
start u n 1 e s s there' is a good 
reason. Pitchers of P erry’s cali­ 
ber d o n ’ t force in inns with 
hases-loaded walks, such as 
Perry did in his last outing, 
without there being a reason. 
Only 
once previously 
in 10 
years in the majors did Perry 
walk a batter with the bases 
loades. 
A 
BASES-LOADED 
walk 
probably is the most frustrating 
thing that can happen to an 
experienced pitcher. Naturally, 
if a pitcher knew why it; hap­ 
pened he could c o r r e c t the 
problem, immediately and with­ 
out unnecessary mental tor­ 
ment.

Also, the Machine Tool 
Group was extremely hard hit 
as industry sales fell to their 
lowest level in years. 
Reflecting 'this, 
.1.970 sales 
slipped 7.5 per cent from the 
1969 level, while net income 
d r o p p e d 48 per cent. First 
quarter 1971 results were also 
restricted as earnings remained 
unchanged on a 4.1 per cent dip 
in sates. 
While this is certainly not a 
rosy picture, there are some 
bright spots here which justify 
the retention of Houdaille as a 
potential turnaround candidate.

SACRAMENTO'

tients. 


Dr. Sumner M. Kalman, a 
Stanford professor of pharma­ 
cology, issued the warning in 
support of legislation by Sen. 
Alfred E. Alquist, D-San Jose, 
to eliminate lead from gasoline 
by J uly 1974 or even sooner, 


Alquist proposed the plan in 
form of amendments Monday to 
a bill by Assemblyman Peter 
Schabarum, R-Covina. That bill 
orders the gradual elimination 
of lead from gas by 1977. 
Schabarum, who said he had 
a measure of support from the 
petroleum industry, warned if 
the 
committee 
accepted the 
amendments "the entire oil in­ 
dustry will be against the bill.” 


COURT AX BILL 
SACRAMENTO 
(UPI) 
— 
Landmark legislation abolish­ 
ing the municipal courts and 
incorporating all their functions 
within a single, state-adminis­ 
tered superior court system has 
been approved by the Assembly 
Judiciary Committee. 
'""This is the most significant 
and major effort to reform our 
court system in 21 years,” said 
Assemblyman James A. Hayes, 
R-Long Beach, author of the 
three bills and proposed consti­ 
tutional amendment. 
The legislation, sent to the 
Ways and Means Committee 
Monday on a split voice vote, 
would fund the state takeover 
of the courts through a one- 
cent-per-gallon increase in the 
state tax on gasoline. 
The p r e s e n t tax is seven 
cents a gallon. 
Hayes said the plan is "vital­ 
ly needed in order to remove 
the archaic problems in our 
court system.” 
The plan would eliminate the 
municipal courts and turn all 
function over to the superior 
courts. Municipal court judges 
would be elevated to the superi­ 
or 
court 
bench. 
Nonlawyer 
court justices would 'be phased 
out gradually. The title of jus­ 
tice would be changed to mag­ 
istrate. 
All present court employes 
would be guaranteed jobs under 
the new system. 
The proposal would create 
the Office of State Marshal. The 
marshal would have deputies 
who would serve as bailiffs in 
the courts. 
Under present law, deputy 
m arshals are bailiffs in the mu­ 
nicipal courts and deputy sher­ 
iffs handle the superior courts.

It would be pleasant, but dull, 
to report that South gave up

Actually, 
South craftily led a heart to 
dummy's ace (after winning the 
first spade with the ace) and 
returned a low trump from 
dummy. 
It’s all right to turn your at- 
t e n t i o n now to East. If he 
stepped up with the ace of dia­ 
monds he might find his part­ 
ner’s singleton 'king on the 
trick. Few defenders enjoy 'this 
kind of experience. 
ROUTINE PLAY 
East made his routine play, 
even as you and I. He played a 
low trump. East prided himself 
on the fact that he played the 
ten of diamonds casually, with­ 
out appearing to think about it. 
Unfortunately, pride went be­ 
fore a fall. 
South won with the king of 
diamonds, cashed the queen of 
spades, and then led a heart to 
dummy’s king. When the jack 
fell, declarer continued with a 
low heart from dummy. 
SITUATION CLEAR 
- East discarded a spade, and 
South won with the queen of 
hearts. The situation was now 
dear, so Soiith led the queen of 
diamonds to force out the ace. 
And there East was — be­ 
trayed by his ace of trumps. If 
he returned a club, dunrimy’s 
king wohld win a trick; and if 
East returned a spade, dummy 
would ruff while South discard­ 
ed a club.
